ASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Shortly after 4 o'clock Mr. and Mrs. 
Wr the White House by the south entrance, thereby 
avoiding a large and curious throng which had assembled in front 
of the mansion. : 

Alone, they entered a large automobile and were driven rapidly away. 
They went, it is understood, but not disclosed authoritatively, to the coun- 
try home of John R. McLean, “Friendship,” « few miles from the heart 
of Washington, on the Tennallytown road. 

As the bridal couple entered the automobile they were showered with 
dainty slippers of rice thrown by the brothers and the sisters of the bride 
and by the younger members of the Roosevelt family connections who were 
present. 

Mrs. Longworth was attended to the big touring cat by Maj. Charles 
C. McCauley, a long-time friend and one of the social aides of President 
Roosevelt. Mr. Perkins, the bridegroom’s best man, accompanied Mr. Long- 
worth to the car. 

Standing on the south portico of the White House, the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Admiral and Mrs. Cowles and other members of the family 
bade the bridal couple God-speed and waved handkerchiefs to them until 
they were out of sight. 

Just as the automobile drew away from the White House, an old 
shoe thrown by one of the ushers at the wedding alighted on the top of 
the machine and it remained there as long as the car was in sight. 

It soon became noised about that the bride and bridegroom had left 
the executive mansion but not until that fact became known definitely

DOLLARS AS FREIGHT. 
London is buying all the Mexican 
pesos forwarded by the subcommittee 
of the Monetary Commission, and this 
body has been kept very busy of late 
in the work of transportation.

It is a curious historical fact that 
Mexico now produces as much gold as 
the whole world produced in one year 
during the eighteenth century. Al- 
though a famous Austrian geologist, 
twelve years ago, said that the finding 
of gold in the world would soon cease, 
because the subsoil deposits were al- 
most exhausted, his prophecy was not 
realized. On the contrary, on the day

in the Transvaal, all the world’s great 
financiers pfophesied a perfect rain of 
gold. The prediction has come true. 
The first discovery of gold in Austria 
and Russia was on such a small scale, 
relatively speaking, that in 1490 the 
total amount of gold existing in Europe 
was only about $200,000,000, and that 
included all the gold coin and jewelry 
and works of art. After the conquest 
of Mexico by Cortez and that of Peru 
by Pizarro. the “rain of gold” com- 
menced. But although it was remark- 
able, it was not comparable to that 
which began to flood the world, after 
the war in South Africa ended. 

From 1491 to 1520, the world’s produc- 
tion of gold was $4,000,000 per annum, 
from 1521, the year Mexico was taken, 
to 1544, the yearly production was only 
$4,800,000 and from 1545 to 1560, 83.800. 
000 per annum. This total production 
of seventy years was therefore the 
means of increasing the world’s stock 
by the sum of $328,000,000. The in- 
crease was particularly noticeable in 
1680, and during the last twenty years 
of the seventeenth century, the yearly

There is no use trying to mini- 
mize the gravity of the situation in 
China. The Celestial Empire seems to 
be determined to have trouble. In 
fact, nothing but trouble, as the mat- 
ter looks now, will satisfy our friends 
in the Flowery Kingdom. Now, Iki is 
the conviction of The Times, delib- 
erately arrived at by careful study of 
the question, that we are in a large 
measure respohsible ourselves for this 
attitude of the Chinese. Our exclusion 
laws aimed at the Chinese people are 
severe, but the laws themselves are 
the least of the trouble.

It is estimated 
that there are 3000 Americans engaged 
in commercial pursuits in China, and 
that they are all victims of the boy- 
cott. There are 1500 other Americans 
employed in one occupation or another 
in the Chinese Empire. There are 1400 
American missionaries engaged in mis- 
sion work in that empire. Now, every 
unprejudiced, intelligent, and sensible 
person in America knows that a vast 
multitude of these missionaries would 
do better to stay at home than to go 7 
convert the Chinese. By all accounts, 
not a few of them need a little con- 
verting themselves. But that is neither 
here nor there, It only aggravates the; ‘J 4 
danger of the situation.

The old apprenticeship system had its 
disativantages; the indenture for a 
term of years, with legal penalties at- 
taching to vi lon of the terms of 
contract, had K sinack of serfdom that 
is impossible in these modern times and | 
in a great land of freedom like our | 
own. But it had the sovereign virtue 
of thoroughness; the apprentice who 
had served out his articles, passing 
from department to, department and 
mastering the details of each during a 
period of five or six years, wae a real 
master of his craft when he emerged 
Into the journeyman stage of his ca- 
reer. For often in these days of rush 
and hurry, and with no provision for 
imparting a complete apprenticeship | 
training, also with the consctentiously 
disposed employer having no hold upon 
his partially-trained youths in the 
workshop, the boy drops into the per- 
formance of one particular task in 
which his capacity has been proved, 
and there he remains through those 
priceless early years that should be de- 
voted to the acquirement of general 
all-round knowledge and efficiency. In 
such cases—and they amount to an ap- 
palling percentage of present-time ap- 
prentices—the real value of apprentice- 
ship, as understood in the old days, has 
been entirely missed. 

But modern conditions require even 
more, and a great deal more, than the | 
practical skill in a trade through all 
its departments which the indentured | 
form of apprenticeship formerly se- 
cured.

the workshop to have every chance of 
advancing to the highest executive po- 
sitions, for which scientific and tech- 
nical knowledge, together with admin- 
istrative experience, is absolutely indis- 
pensable. Therefore a modern appren- 
ticeship system must take what is good | 
from the old indentured plan and graft | 
onto it what is demanded in the special 
circumstances created by modern prog- | 
ress.

It will be recognized that this is a 
work of national benefit that has been 
started by the General Electric Com- 
pany, and one that should be followed 
by other big employing arms. Care- 
fully-trained apprentices may leave 
the parent establishment, but as a rule 
the best lads will stick to the firm that 
has educated them in their trade, knows 
and appreciates their special apfitudes, 
and offers them a continuous field of 
promotion. Nor, in the broadest spirit 
of general industrial advancement, 
need the others who go elsewhere be 
grudged to their new employers. When 
the system comes into wider use, 
the interchange of well-trained appren- 
tices will be in the natural order of 
things. But the pioneers of such a 
movement must necessarily show un- 
selfishness, and all honor is due to the 
men who are breaking ground with this 
good new work—a work which in the 
long run will mean so much for the in- 
dustrial pre@minence of America.

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
PETITION AGAINST REGULATION 
SOLDIERS’ HOME, Feb. 17.—An ar- 
ticle quoted as having originated with 
the Leavenworth (Kan.) Times, which 
is going the rounds of newspaperdom, 
ts, if regarded seriously, apt to be pro- 
ductive of mischief among unthinking 
veterans who are. or may become, 
members of the National Home. 

The article in question states that a 
petition numerousliy signed by mem- 
bers of the western branch (new Leav- 
enworth) and other branches, having 
for its object a request that $8 per 
month “ration commutation” be 
lowed to members of the Home while 
on furlough. bas deen forwarded to 
various Congressmen, and members of 
this (Pacific Dranch) are urgsd to join 
in the appeal by petition to their Al- 
ready overburdened (Congressmen.

Through standard mercantile agen- 
cles his record has been looked up and 
shows that in the summer of 1 he 
appeared in Greenwood, British Colum- 
bia, and purchased a drug business 
from one R. H. Taylor, which he con- 
ducted with apparent success until 
July, 1808. when he transferred his 
holdings to one M. K. Miller under cir- 
cumstances that were severely criti- 
cised. There were several judgments 
against him and he left for the States.

AN HEIRLESS THRONE. — 


Speculations as to the Probable Suc- 
cessor of Emperor Kwangsu—Who 
Will Get the Crown? 


[New York Tribune:] Of al the 
monarchies of the Old World there is 
but one which is at the present mo- 
ment without any heir whatsoever to 
the throne, namely, that of China. True. 
there are a number cf sovereigns in 
Europe who are childless, such as for 
Instance, the Queen of the Netheriands, 
the Grand Duke of Saze- Weimar, the 
King of Bavaria and the King of Rou- 
mania. But in each instance provision 
has been made for the descent of the 
crown to one or another of their rela- 
tives, who is recognized as heir appar- 
ent. But China has for several years 
past been without any heir to the 
crown, and absolutely no provision ex- 
ists at the present moment for the suc- 
cession in the event of the sudden 
death of Emperor Kwangsu. 

As the marriage which he contracted 


issue, a young cousin, Prince Putsun, 
was adopted by the Emperor and pro- 
claimed in 1900 as heir apparent to the 
crown. But the child in question had 
the misfortune to be a son of Printe 
Tuan of Boxer insurrection fame, and 
owing to the prominent part which 
Tuan took in the rebellion, his little 
boy was excluded in 1901 from all 
rights of succession to the throne, and 
the decree of the child's adoption by 
the Emperor rescinded. 

In order to remedy the condition of 
affairs created by this step the old 
Empress Dowager, who is all powerful, 
the Emperor being a mere obedient and 
passive instrument in her hands, has

the Emperor's successor and adopted 
son, a nomination which the Emperor 
will immediately ratify by means of a 
proclamation. The eligible Princes are 
restricted to those belonging to the 
generation nearest the throne, but of a 
generation below that to which the 
Emperor belongs.

Deliberate Attempt That Was Made 
to Introduce the Pest Into California 
as It Has Already Been Intention- 
ally Planted in Rhode Island. 


H® ravages of the gipsy moth in 

the State of Massachusetts are 

already, well known and it is not 
the present intention to describe a vis- 
itation that has been fully pictured 
elsewhere. Massachusetts for some 
years now has been at death grips with 
this pestilent insect, an insect that was 
introduced into America with the best 
of intentions, with the intention in 
fact of adding to the wealth of the 
country by providing it with a new 
‘sik producer. From a few feathery 
cocoons carelessly left in front of an 
open window and biown by the wind 
into a secure hiding place, a vast army 
of winged destroyers, multiplying with 
an inconceivable rapidity, has been 
turned loose upon the State. 

The gipsy moth has become invin- 
<ible from its very insignificance, and 
today science, with all its resources, 
Stands almost helpless and entirely 
dismayed before a devouring plague 
which makes war upon civilization, 
into wildernesses, 


ery green thing, orchards, and fields 
and forests. It is a situation deserving 
the name of tragedy, because it means 
ruin and misery to thousands. 

There is. however, no need to de- 
scribe what the gipsy moth ts doing in 
hat has already been 
Gone, and sufficient attention has been 
Graun to the offer emanating from 
California to apply to Massachusetts 
the game parasite remedy that has 
been found to be so effective u the 
Pactic Coast against the biac 
and other similar pests. The eastern ex- 
perts laughed at California's methods 
and discredited them up to the point 


where they found it more expedient 0 


claim for themselves the credit for 
those methods and even to make clum- 
sy and inexperienced efforts to apply 
them for themselves. The story of all 
this has been sufficiently told and it 
ia only now referred to in illustration 
of a danger that is threatening Cali- 
fornia, a danger that threatened her 
once before and from which she provi- 
dentially escaped, and a danger that 
is now menacing Rhode Island as well 
@s those portions of Massachusetts 
that have #o far escaped the scourg: 
the gipsy moth. The danger is 
simply that of a deliberate and calcu- 
-Jated attempt to artificially introduce 
the gipsy moth into California. 
A VILLAIN’S SCHEME. 

If the idea seem to be a far-fetched 
one, if it seem to involve an impossi- 
ble measure of human wickedness, it 
may as well at once be said that the 
attempt has been made in the case of 
California and that it is even now be- 
ing made in the Hast. Let us look first 


-of all at the California attempt and 


then at what is actually being done in 
the Bast at the present moment. 
About eight years ago, at a time 
when the war against the gipsy moth 
in Massachusetts was at its fiercest, 
A certain man arrived in Fresno from 
the East. He had come from Massa- 
chusetts where he had been profitably 
employed by the government in one of 
ites many efforts to exterminate the 
moth. It evidently occurred to him 
that with the advent ot tne gipsy moth 
into California an entirely new indus- 
try would be created as in the case of 
Massachusetts. There would be hor- 
ticultural boards called into existence, 
extermination stations would be estab- 
lished, and a small army of well-paid 
officials and experts would be sum- 
moned to do battle with the new pet. 


A this had been done in hu- 
setts, and employment had fur- 
nished to hundreds of men oc- 
cupation might otherwise have been 


more laborious and less remunerative. 
If this had been done in Massachu- 
setts why should it not be done. in 
California, and if the gipsy moth was 
not to be found in California, that was 
— — that could easily be rem- 


He therefore wrote to his father in 
Massachusetts asking him to collect ua 
number of the gipsy moth eggs, pack 
them in a box and forward them to 
Fresno. It would then be easy to place 
them in some convenient tree trunk 
and await the inevitable development. 
The scheme was a charming one in its 
simplicity, but fortunately for Califor- 
nia, it was divulged. The horticultu- 
ral authorities were warned in good 
time of the fatal consignment that 
was on its way and it was seized at 
Fresno and destroyed. The heartiess 
criminal who would thus wreck the 
horticulture of a State in order to 
secure for himeelf a weekly salary as 
an expert escaped arrest, although 
there was no law that could have been 
brought to bear in punishment of a 
crime of almost unthinkable wick- 
edness and depravity. 

Such, in bare outline, was an event 
that actually occurred, and that may 
at any moment recur. Indeed, George 
Compere said a few days ago that Cal- 
ifernia’s iterest in Massachusetts was 
lately due to the expectation that the 
pest might be intentionally or acci- 
dentally introduced into California. 
This diabolical attempt attracted very 
little attention at the time that it 
was made, partly because of habitual!) 
official reticence, and partly perhaps 
from the fear that publicity might 
tempt its recurrence. e attempt 
was, however, actually made, as the 
present horticultural authorities can 
testify. 

PRESENT DANGER, 

And now let us see how this crime is 
even now being repeated in Massachu- 
setts itself, and in other Eastern States. 
Prof. A. H. Kirkland, the State Su- 
perintendent of the suppression of the 
gipsy moth, said less than one month 
azo: “Gipsy moths have deen ma- 
lictously planted 
elsewhere in Rhode Island by those 
whose interests it would serve hav- 
ing the pest in that State. There is 
ne doubt about it and theré is no law 
to it.” No, there is no law to stop 
it either in the Bast or in the West. 
There is no punishment that could 
be legally inflicted upon the wretch 
who would deliberately inflict rum 
upon a State in order that from that 
ruin a weekly salary might accrue to 
himee We can punish the petty 
thief, and punish him savagely, too, 
but is ne punishment for 
man who deliberately invokes the 
plagues of Egypt upon a modern com- 
munity 


The Fresno attempt was made about 
eight years ago, and with the disap- 
ce of that particular miscreant 
is horrible occupation dropped into 
desuetude for about five years. It is 
now three years since Rhode Island 
decame the victim of a similar crime. 
Three years ago the eggs of the pesti- 
lent moth were deliberately planted in 
Rhode Island, but they did not at first 
take kindly to the new soll, and so it 
Was necessary to repeat the operation.

Now the Rhode Island authoritices 
know who these men are; they know 
their names and all about them, but 
the scoundrels are safe.

that such a law would be resisted as 
an infringement upon interests? 

men who are doing this fiendish work 
have a political pull, and they know 
well that when a call for experts is 
made they will be the men who will 
be chosen and who will be well paid 
for eradicating a pest that they them- 
selves have created: 

Even if these men were not known, 
it would be quite easy to detect the 
intentional work. 

The gipsy moth cannot Ry. He can 
only creep, and he cuts a broad and 
desolated swath as he goes. He could 
not, therefore, appear in a new district 
without leaving the marks of his foot- 
step on the road., and the fact that 
he had appeared in new territories 
while the intermediate lands were un- 
touched is good evidence that he was 
carried from one place to another. 
That, of course, is actually what was 
done. The interested parties jour- 
neyed into Masaschusetts and collecte g 
handfuls of eggs which they deposited 
in trees and other sheltered places in 
Rhode Island, and a too complaisant 
nature has done the rest. Professor 
Kirkland says in the Boston Journal: 
“T know gipsy moths have deen 
planted in Providence and throughout 
Rhode Island. Planted by those who 
want the plague in that State. We 
know who is to blame but we are pow- 
erless. is no law, no law either 
in this State or in Rhode Island. I am 
going to ask for additional legislation 
at once. Prison bars are too good for 
the guilty parties.”

Fair questions do, however, arise in 
defining what “art” should be free of | 
duty under a protective system. Art 
objects which are simply so in name 
and are merchandise in fact, should | 
not. To this category belong the le 
recdary leaden e'stuettes. which im- 
metiately after arrival were promptly 
melted into pig. It should, however, | 
be easy to draw a distiogcuishing line 
art and merchandises and va- | 
rious su¢gestions in that direc‘ion 
have been made. The most valuable) 
art objects, and the ones mos! desira- | 
ble to Dring Into the country, are not 
of modern production. If the free list 
were extended to all such which were 
produced more than twenty-five years 
ago, a large measure of inexpediency 
and injustice would be removed. If 
upon modern pictures and statutes 
there were a small specific duty, or

If pictures or 
‘statues could be eaten or drunken by 
‘their owners, the luxury argument | 
might apply. but as the chief enjoy- 
ment of their owners is to display 
them to others, and as all those others 
have the same enjoyment of the eye as 
do the owners, such an argument ab- 
solutely fails. 

It is erroneous also to think of this 
quetion as at all a local one.

On the Ast of March, 1905, there were 
on the books 11.770 pensioners, 632 of 
whom were Maoris, drawing 4 total of | 
$975,000. In 1902 there were nearly 13.-— 
000 pensioners drawing more than a 
million dollars. The number of new | 
grants since 1902 exceeds the number | 
of deaths by 782. The net decrease 
was due to closer investigation and the | 
elimination of impostors from the rolls. 
The registrar has recovered more than 
$25,000 in pensions illegally obtained 
and has stopped the imposition. 

It is estimated that 322, persons 
are eligible by reason of age and resi- 
dence, but only 35 per cent. are in cir- 


cumstances which entitie them to pen- 


sions. The cost of administration of 
the Pension Bureau is less than 20. 
000, or a trifle more than one and a 
half per cent. of the gross payments. 
The saving effected in three years by 
improved methods of administration 
exceeds the total cost of administra- 
tion for six years. |

“For four or five years the Filipinos 
have had to endure all kinds of mis- 
fortune. Their cattle, which, with 
their land, is the base of their pros- 
rerity, have died from disease. Lo- 
custs heve eaten their crops. Typhoons 
have distroyed their property. One 
bad crop is mended the next season 
but it requires some time to recover 
from a series of calamities, especially 
the death of draft cattle. Agriculture 
wil} be the source of wealth in the 
Philippipes. a fact that must be re- 
membered and duly considered by all 
Americans. Business is bad there 
now but the cattle are breeding and 
times will certainly improve.” 

“But as a paciher you succeeded not 
alone in the Philippines and in Pan- 
ama but in Rome“ 

“I had a pleasant time in Rome. 
where I went to see about buying the 
lands of the Philippine friars and 
where I remained for six weeks. 1 
had two audiences, of an hour each. 
with Leo XIII. Physically, he was 
only a breath, but intellectually, al- 
though past ninety, he was as brin- 
ant and ready as ever, it seemed to 
me. He helped me in my business and 
was earnest in his desire to aid this 
government in every way. He took his 
stand and ultimately carried the mat- 
ter through by appointing an able 
delegate to the Philippines and tell 
ing him to accord with us. I am not 
sure that all of his advisers agreed 
with him.” 

Judge Taft is a poor man, although 
his brother in Cincinnati, the finan- | 
cler of the family, has made a fortune 
in the newspaper business. While 
Governor of the Philippines he was 
paid §20,000 a year. He told a com- 
mittee of Congress that he had to 
spend every cent of it.

Young ostriches six months 
old fetch $30; six weeks old as low as 
$4.50. The feathers of a male bird are 
more glossy and brighter than those 
of the female; the latter are worth 
only one-half to two-thirds the price 
of the former, The first picking of a 
young bird may yield only half a 
pound of feathers, and some of those 
feathers will be worth perhaps only 
ten cents a pound, the best $3 to 84.

“middlings” or “grits” are separated, 
the residue being sent to another set 
of rollers in which it is crushed more 
finely, then back to a finer sieve, this 
being repeated six times. As the rolls 
in each successive break are closer 
together and the sieves smaller, the 
middlings are naturally finer after 
each operation, thus causing six dif- 
ferent grades in size and quality. 

The middlings are then passed 
through the “middling purifier,” the 
machine which permitted the use of 
spring wheat, and which might be 
termed the revolutionizer of the flour 
industry. This machine consists of

PRACTICAL ETHICS. 
TRUTH AND LIBERTY. 


HE little month of February is made big by the na- 

tional celebration of two great birthdays, that of 

Lincoln, on the 12th, and that of George Washing- 
ton on the 22nd. 


No lofty monument of the sculptor’s art erected to the 
illustrious American statesmen and pat riots can pay 
higher tribute to their memory than the universal asso- 
ciation of their respective names with the two great 
fundamental principles, Truth and Liberty, upon which 
rest equally the glory of nations and the welfare of indi- 
viduals. It is a noble bequest to the youth of America, 
a rich inheritance from the “Father of our Country” that 
his name should be synonymous with Truth. 


What though doubts arise as to the absolute veracity 
the man—and why 
should some be at great pains to search the records of 
the past in order to prove the fallibility of the first Pres- 
ident of the United States, and by their proofs establish 
his closer relationship in weakness and error to the gen- 
erality of mankind, thus beclouding the light of one 
whom we have been pleased to regard as “Star of the 
Nation?” Is it not worth much to our boys and girls, 
the coming citizens of these magnificent united States, 
which through their power and influence are destined to 
play an important part in the history of the world—to 
have such an example for emulation: such an ideal to in- 
spire a pure and exalted patriotism, to encourage a zeal 
for the- nation’s progress and success, manifested not 
merely in boisterous demonstrations, in wild hurrahs and 
rhetorical bombast, but in a zeal, an ardor for participa- 
tion in the onward course of one’s country that shall be 
evidenced in practical efforts to promote civic order, wise 
State aad Federal legislation, and altogether just admin- 
istration of national affairs? 


Let us never cease to inspire the minds of the young 
with love, admiration and honest enthusiasm for this 
great, free country, with its corner-stone of Indepen- 
dence-Liberty, with its governmental structure of “equa! 
rights and opportunities to all, and especial privileges to 
none! 


Let who will doubt the proverbial veracity of him who 
is known even to the lisping tot in the kindergarten as 
George Washington “who never told a lie.” We will 
cherish the ideal of truth as represented by the fret 
leader of the American land of freedom, inasmuch as 
Truth and Liberty were the dominant notes of his char- 
acter 


Tt is enough for us to dwell on the positive side of 
Washington as a man, a general and a Chief Executive of 
the nation. it is important for us to know that he was 
just and kind and good and true. “First in war and 
first in peace, earning his title to “the man who never 
told a lie” by his honesty, his faithful discharge of pub- 
lic duty, his Joyalty as friend and patriot, his devotion 
to the cause of Liberty and his unswerving adherence to 
Truth. 

What higher eulogy can be bestowed upon Lincoln 
than the homely but intensive phrase of “Honest Abe.” 
This popular encomium has come to mean much more 
than honesty in its ordinary sense, implying as well his 
simplicity and directness of thought and speech, his 
open, fearless defense of high principles. 

The condition of chattel slavery was abhorrent to a 
man with Lincoln's deep sense of personal freedom and 
broad humanity; hence his determined promulgation of 
idea of Liberty for all, irrespective of créed@ or color, 
as a proper basis for American institutions and a just 
provision of the Constitution of the United States. Lin- 
coln's career was typicaNly American, an eminent 
tration of possibilities that may be realized dy Ameri- 
ean youth through sheer forte of personal effort. The 
great probiems of life which he solved in private, sub- 
sequently enabled him to view steadily and to decide 
judiciously political questions that were presented to 
him in public. The rugged strength accumulated in 
hewing 4 brilliant though tragic career out of harsh and 
forbidding circumstances, later distinguished him as 
statesman and orator. 


Snubbish college-bred men who came to mock the 
“lean and lanky” self-educated member of the bar were 
overwhelmed by the eloquence of his powerful and lucid 
addresses. The “rall splitter“ from Kentucky, born of 
illiterate parents in the depths of poverty, with but a 
single school year marking his “formal education,” 
proved to the chagrin of many fortune-favored contem- 
poraries that he could “split hairs” in forensic debate, as 
well as rails for his father's fence. 


If the true scholar is “the man thinking,” then surely 
Lincoln was a true scholar, for he was Grst and foremost 
the man working and thinking; and the work of his 
hands added purpose and vigor to hie thought indelibly 


impressed upon the minds of all true American citizens. | 


In turn, splitter of rails, flatboat hand, clerk, shop- 
keeper, postmaster and surveyor, he was all of these, 
but first auc last “the man thinking,” until his indefatiga- 
ble industry, his unremitting studies through long, wake- 
ful nights, enabled him, in 1858, to appear as candidate for 
Senator: and in 1860, a genuine offspring of American 
liberty, Lincoln attained the pinnacle of national fame 
by becoming President of the United States. 


A man of the people, he stood on the firm platform 
of “government of and for and by the people.” It was 
this proclamation that caused him bitter enemies, yet he 
continued to voice his cherished conviction that sover- 
elgnty should be vested In the people, that the supreme 
authority of the State or nation should not be some of 
the people, but all of the people, which statement he re- 
inforced in many telling forms, especially in his wise 
dictum: “You may fool some of the people all of the 
time, and all of the people some of the time, but von 
cannot fool all of the people all of the time.”

I am told that the av- 
erage, so far, has been at least $1000 per head, which for 
the 200,000 immigrants who have so far gone there would | 
mean an actual loss of something like $200,000,000. If 
the average is kept up it means that Uncle Sam will lose 
$80,000,000 from such emigration this year, and that to 
say nothing of the energy, brains and muscle of 80,000 | 
good American citizens. It is generally estimated that 
a first-class man without a cent in his pocket is worth at 
least $1000 to the country In which he settles, and our | 
emigrants are certainly worth that to Canada. They are 
worth more in the building up of this country, for they 
know juet how to handle it.

The operation of using it is as complicated 
as many photographic processes, but just as these latter 
were gradually simplified to a point where they could be 
applied cOmmercially, so there is no reason why Prof.

The photograph to be sent has first to be in hand in 

the shape of a negative, on transparent film, at the send- 
ing end. This film is placed on a transparent glass cyl- | 
inder of proper dimensions, which is made to revolve 
slowly and also to move backward and forward through- | 
out its length. A ray of light is thrown on this cylinder 
from the outside by means of an electric lamp and lens, |

TALK” OF GREATNESS. 

By a Special Contributor. 
| BIRTHDAY is essentially a home festival—the 
| bright little family customs, the twinkling of can- 
| dies of the birthday cake—and for the 22nd of Feb- 
ruary there can be no more appropriate theme than the 
every-day life of the sweet, winsome woman who was the 
queen of George Washingtons home and heart. 

Martha Dandridge made her debut in the polite society 
of Williamsburg, the gay capital of gay Virginia, at the 
kindergarten age of 15, her child beauty—she was small. 
with light brown hair and hazel eyes—in quaint contrast 
to the dignity and maturity of character gained by being 
the thoughtful eldest daughter in a large family and the 
grace of manner that had come to her from birth and en- 
vironment. 

Her intellectual training had been small bless her in- 
nocent heart, er spelling was weirdly original all her 


>| 


distinguished days!—but her natural intelligence was 
keen, logical, remarkably independent for a woman of 
her generation. She could do “cross, tent, satin stitch; | 
hem, fell and overseam, and if any absurd mortal de- 
manded more, let him watch her dance or listen to her 
play her spinnet! 

Fate was kind to the indiscriminating maiden mind 
of sixteen summers. Her choice, Daniel Parke Custis, 
many years her senior, proved a most acceptable hus- 
band. 

In the White House, on the York River, she lived hap- 
pily—save for the mother’s trial of burying two of her 
four children—until left a widow at the age of 25. 

During her eighteen months of grief and seclusion her 

real capability was evinced by her personal management 
ot her large estates—superintending her superintendents. 
Then, while visiting at a friends house, Martha Custis 
met George Washington. She was still young; she was 
fair, and—a widow. It was love at first sight with the 
_ gentleman, and as far as the lady was concerned, who 
could blame her for recognizing her mate in the hand- 
| some, gallant, stately young captain? 
They saw each other only once again before their mar- 
| riage, but love flashes intimate knowledge, and an ardent 
correspondence bridged all strangeness, unfamiliarity, 
that might have existed between them. 

The wedding took place at the bride’s home—the Vir- 
Sinlan White House—after which the executive mansion 
at Washington was named in honor of the first Presi- 
dent's wife who would have graced it in so incomparable 
a manner had not the early seat of government been 
| elsewhere. Like a beautiful tableau vivant stands out 
the picture of the bridal couple before the admiring eyes 
of our imagination. 


“The bride wore white satin threaded with silver over 
a quilted petticoat, pearls entwined in her soft, brown 
hair. Her little feet, in high-heeled slippers, twinkled 
with brilliants. Point-lace ruffles fell about plump, ta- 
pering arms, and bosom, and, adorned with bracelets and 
necklace of pearls she looked tiny beside the tall bride- 
groom, in his costume of blue lined with red silk, em- 
broidered white satin waistcoat, gold knee and shoe 
buckles.” 

On account of the Virginia captain’s political duties at 
the capital, the honeymoon was spent either in the White 


itself, but immediately after, the happy family life be- 
gan at Mt. Vernon. 

No modern strenuous haste wore out the nerve and 
brain of those Mt. Vernon days, neither did the idle min- 
utes twirl their thumbs. Besides the emergency calls of 
his military career and the regular and irregular polit- 
ical demands upon his time, Washington had the con- 
stant duty,of farming 4000 acres, and with his passion for 
detail and taking pains, this meant no idle task. 7 

“Mrs. Washington, her keys proudly jingling at her 
waist, looked well to the ways of her household’—intri- 
cate ways in the Virginia days of many slaves and much 
hospitality. Rising early, she gave many of her orders 
before breakfast, spent the first hour after that meal at 
private devotions, and the rest of the day gardening, 
sewing, embroidering, attending to her children, and 
ministering to the sick and needy among her “people,” 
as the Washingtons called their 200 slaves. ie 

At home, the little lady dressed plainly, but when she 
rode forth in public the splendor of her furbelows was in 
keeping with the pomp of the chariot and four, with its 
darky postilions in white and scarlet livery, and it does 
our feminine hearts good to read the order that Wash- 
ington sent to his London agent in his wife's behalf. 

A salmon-colored tabby velvet of the enclosed pat- 
tern, with satin flowers, to be made in a sack or coat, 
ruffies to be made of Brussels lace, or Point, proper to be 
worn with the above negligee; to cost £20; 2 pairs of 
white silk hose: 1 pair white eatin shoes of the smallest 
fives; 1 fashionable hat or bonnet; 6 pairs woman's best 
kid gloves; 6 pairs mitts; 1 doz. breast knots; 1 doz.

sugar candy, etc.” 

In 1773 Patsy, the sunshine of the house, died after a 
lingering decline. The end at last came suddenly, ard 
her stepfather, hastily summoned from Williamsburg, 
knelt by ber bed, still praying for the boon of the sweet 
girl life, unconscious that the gentle spirit had already 
slipped through the detaining fingers of an earthly love. 

The following year Jacky, a hot-headed and impul- 


sive-hearted youngster, married—his choice acceptable, 
but the marriage was two years earlier than his mother 
and her husband geeméé prudent. Washington attended 
the wedding, but the mother was still homebound in grief 
over Pacsy’s loss, although she wrote the bride the fol- 


lowing tender letter: 


“My Dear Nelly: God took from Me a Daughter 
when June Roses were blooming—He has now 
given me another daughter about her age when Winter 
winds are blowing to warm my Heart again. I am as 
Happy as One so afflicted and so Blest can be. Pray re- 
ceive my Benediction and a wish that you may long live 
the Loving Wife of my happy son anda loving Daughter 
of Your Affectionate Mother, 

“M. WASHINGTON.” 

Meanwhile, the war cloud was swiftly gathering, the 
mutterings of indignation against British tyranny grow- 
ing louder, nearer. The gentle, domestic Martha tingled 
with patriotism to her finger tips. Homespun cloth took 
the place of foreign finery, sixteen spinning wheels 
whirling independence and defiance at Mt. Vernon, the 
mistress exhibiting with special pride the material for 
two dresses, the stripes of which were made of ravelings 
from brown silk stockings and red damask chair cover- 
ings. And at last when that historic convention met at 
Philadelphia and one of the delegates bade her good-by, 
fire flashed through her veins and her parting words 
were: “I hope you will all stand firm—I know George 
will.” 

During the days of the Revolution, times that not only 
tried men’s souls, but women's hearts as well, Mrs. 
Washington spent many lonely weeks at Mt. Vernon 
with great fortitude, but whenever possible she joined 
the commander-in-chief at headquarters. 

She “acquired an inveterate habit of knitting,” an 
army stocking even dangling from her swift needles, 
while she was a leading spirit in the sewing bees, the 
unorganized precursors of the Red Cross Society. But 
she did not confine her charity to doling out garments. 
She gave herself as well, personally ministering to the 


sick soldiers’ physical necessities and to the dying ones” 


Spiritual needs. The “boys” with reverent affection 
called her “Lady” Washington. 

In 1789, the national government was in New York, a 
city without sewers and where all the water used in the 
houses was hawked about the streets from the one town 
pump. 

At the “Executive Mansion,” a three-story brick, with 
smali-paned windows and a heavy brass knocker on the 
door, the President held levees Tuesdays and Fridays, 
while sometimes the wives of the distinguished callers 
ran upstairs for a dish of gossip with the President's wife. 
Formal state dinners with from ten to twenty guests 
took place at 4 o'clock Thursdays. Friday even- 
ings, Mrs. Washington had her drawing-room, her 
husband with neither sword at belt nor hat in 
hand, standing beside her. Ladies attended by 
gentlemen, entered, “curtsied low” and sat down. 
After all the guests had come, the President 
walked about and “conversed.” Plum cake, tea and coffee 
were served At 9 o'clock Mrs. Washington rose and 
dismissed her guests as though they were little children 
too long lingering at a party. “The General —was the 
naive formula— always retires at 9, and I usually pre- 
cede him.” The whole affair was stupendously ceremo- 
nious—and deadly dull. Once only did the room thrill 
with excitement. Miss Melver's head dress “monstrous 
tall” caught fire from the candles in the chandelier. 
Alas! it was put out quietly and quickly. 

A little visit to Mt. Vernon was squeezed in between 
the New York residence and the new executive abode 
in Philadelphia. On their way home from New York 
they had an “adventuresome” drive in a coach-and-six 
over miserable roads, the coachman, probably drunk, al- 
most upsetting them. 

In Philadelphia they set up their establishment in the 
house of the great financier Robert Morris. The most 
important persohage of this household— totally eclipsing 
the President and his wife—was Uncle Harkless, “enor- 
mous” in size, ebon in hue. Uncle Harkless presided as 
chief cook over a kitchen where you “could smell the 
cleanness.” In making ready for a state dinner he wore 
in turn half a dozen aprons and threw aside countless 
“soiled” napkins. The feast prepared, he left it to 
“menials” to serve; donned black small clothes, a blue 
cloth coat with velvet collar and metal buttons, silk 
stockings, a cocked hat and dangling watch chain; and 
left the house swinging a gold-headed cane, to saunter 
pompously down Market street, then called High street. 

The Hessian John who drove the Presidents coach 
paled into insignificance beside Harkless, but was his 
equal as far as stickling for cleanliness was concerned 

The duties of a second term of the Presidential office 
faithfully performed, Washington and his wife joyfully 
turned their faces from public ceremonies to private life 
at the beloved Mt. Vernon. 

“I am again fairly settled down to the pleasant duties 
of an old-fashioned Virginia housekeeper,” wrote Mrs. 
Washington to a friend— steady as a clock, busy as a 
bee, and cheerful as a cricket.” 

But the happy, busy days were all too soon to end. In 
December, 1799, Washington, riding for home in the fall- 
ing snow, took cold from exposure. The cold grew seri- 
ous with alarming rapidity, and to meet the emergency, 
instead of modern skillful methods, recourse was had to 
the old-time bloodletting at the critical moment when 
the patient needed all his strength to combat the strain 
upon his system. | | 

Martha Washington received the blow of his sudden 
death with the Christian resignation of the old religious 
school. But the still waters of her soul ran deep with 
grief. 

It was a morbid custom of the times to close for two 
years the chamber entered by death. The widow chose 
for herself a small, cheerless attic room whose window 
looked out upon Washington’s resting place. Here she 
loved to sit; her fingers at work, her mind gathering to- 
gether sweet memories of the past, flowers of thought 
laid upon her dear one's grave. 

And Divine Love was kind. A call to come even 
nearer than the watching window of the attic room soon 
came to the waiting wife. In a little over two years 
Martha Washington lay beside her husband.

The ubiquity of these names in South Americe 
does not, as one writer has etated, denote the existence

ruling passions had been considered in their geographical 
nomenclature their continental map would have been be- 
sprinkled with Rio Cohechos, Sierra del Rifia de Gallos, 
and Lago Loterias*, together with a number of other 
names that would not have looked well even on a map. 
The Rio Plate is one of the few rivers that escaped 
when the rest of the drainage system of South America 
was being named Magdalena. It is the widest river in 
the world, and is second only to its sister, the Amazon, 
in the amount of water it discharges. Its main branch, 
the Parana, has a length of over 3000 miles, and provides 
the only trade route available for all of Paraguay and 
parts of Brazil, Uruguay and Argentina. The tremen- 
dous development in the last two decades of the coun- 
tries drained by its tributaries, notably Argentina, has 
made it the waterway for so great an amount of ship- 
ping that it has easily wrested from the great Brazilian 
river the title of “The Gateway of South America.” 
Montevideo, the capital of Uruguay, held during most 
of the last century the position of premier port of the 
Plate, but rather through its convenience as a port of 
call for vessels bound from Europe or North America 
around the Horn, than through any great amount of 
trade that emanated from Uruguay itself. It also gained 
importance ae the trans-shipping point of cargo from 
the river boats to those bound over seas, its position in 
that particular being comparable to that of .Hongkong, 
in the latter's relation to Pearl River trade from the

ity is to be found, as we have constantly had occasion to 
say, in the oppressive and obstructive fiscal system of 
excessive and {ll-adjusted duties and taxes, and the un- 
relaxing tendency to excessive ‘officialism’ in every 
branch of economic activity.” An analysis of these and 
a dozen other reasons advanced by as many business 
men to account for the same troubles, shows that they 
all trace back to the fact that the only feature in com- 
mon possessed by the numerous governments that in the 
past have changed with the frequency, if not the regu- 
larity, of the changes of the moon, is that of corruption. 


The revolutions have been the particular bétes noires 
of the agriculturists. A foreigner, or native of the coun- 
try, for that matter, Investing capital in land, stock and 
machinery, has always been obsessed with the feeling 
that if this month's revolt did not wipe him out, that of 
next month would not prove so false to its traditions. 
The title to land is rarely lost ip a Uruguayan revolution, 
and crops only occasionally; byt

which would otherwise find but a poor market. 

Since 1892 Uruguay has taken three important steps 
toward aligning herself with Argentina in the front rank 
of progress. The firet was in the form of bills passed in 
that year to encourage railway development; the second 
was the decree providing for the construction of modern 
port works at Montevideo, in 1901; and the third the en- 
listment of foreign capital to install an up-to-date sys- 
tem of electric railways in and about Montevideo, which 
work was inaugurated this year. 

The railway bills provided ample insurance against 
destruction of property and other losses through politi- 
cal disturbances, and also guaranteed to make good the 
balance needed to pay a certain specified interest on the 
capital invested. The latter provision cost the govern- 
ment an average of $800,000 a year up to 1902, from 
which time it has rapidly decreased. This year (1905) 
the reports, as far as received, have been of a nature to 
lead to the belief that the increased earnings of the rall- 
roads will be sufficient to put them on a paying basis, 
thus obviating the payment of further bonus. 

Under the stimulus of these wise measures Uruguay's 
primitive railway lines of the eighties have been rap- 
idly replaced and extended, until today she has nearly 
1700 miles of broad-gauge line, representing a capitaliza- 
tion of $70,000,000, and carrying annually upward of 1,500,- 
000 passengers and 2,000,000 tons of freight. The rolling 
stock is thoroughly modern and of the best class. The 
locomotives are of the English pattern, and the passen- 
ger coaches principally American. Most of these are 
English-built, as are also the freight cars, which are 
much smaller and lighter than we are accustomed to see 
employed for grain and stock haulage in America. 


So far, the railway lines have been built only to tap 
those parts of the country where agricultural develop- 
ment had preceded them. From now on, the plans of 
extension call for the building of lines whose construc- 
tion may be compared to the joining of the first meshes 
in a net, and, should the hoped-for immigration be at- 
tracted, the land and the railroads will henceforward be 
opened up together. 

Through the courtesy of the railroad people I was en- 
abled, during my short stay in Uruguay, to make a flying 
trip over the most important of the lines at present in 
operation. In.solidity of construction, service of trains, 
and the evidence of “system” everywhere appareny they 
impressed me as being superior to any pioneer railroads 
I have ever seen, while the country traversed is of aston- 
ishing fertility and seem king in nothing but 
population. I hope to arrive at a fuller appreciation of 
these sections at another time by traversing them less 
hurriedly. 

In the construction of port works at Montevideo, Uru- 
guay is completing a task, which, if it could have been 
finished ten years ago, would have worked greater bene- 
fit to the city and country than can be calculated at the 
present moment. The fact that vessels loading and dis- 
charging at Montevideo have had to lle in an open road- 
stead, fully exposed to the heavy storms that sweep up 
the river, militated very seriously against that port 
when once Buenos Aires completed her splendid $40,000,- 
000 docks, even though the latter were a hundred miles 
further from salt water. The shallow water off Monte- 
video has made it necessary for even the river steamers 
to lighter their cargoes, and the same cause is assigned 
as a reason for the rapidity with which high seas are 
thrown up in the most moderate blows. The complete 
stoppage of all transfer of cargo for days at a time in 
periods of rough weather has earned for Montevideo the 
reputation of being one of the most expensive ports in 
the world. and is responsible, directly and indirectly, for 
the decadence of its shipping. 

The new port works were begun in 1901 by a French 
company, which was successful in underbidding its 
English and German competitors for the contract. 
French machinery, material and labor are being em- 

loyed to the fullest extent practicable. The work com- 
pleted to date is of a most substantial character and gen- 
erally acknowledged by foreign engineers to be a most 
creditable piece of construction. 

About $20,000,000 is to be spent upon these works, and 
they are to be completed by 1908. The fact that so large 
a volume of River-Plate trade now emanates at up-river 
points, must effectually preclude the possibility of 
Montevideo’s ever again seriously rivaling Buenos Aires 
as a shipping point, but the new docks are destined to 
become a factor only less important than the railways in 
the development and modernization of Uruguay. 

The extension and electricizing of the tram system 
of Montevideo has been in progress since the beginning 
of the year 1905, and will be completed by the middle 
of 1906. The work is in the hands of the J. G. White 
Company, of London and New York, the biggest firm of 
electrical contractors in the world, and the activity to 
be observed in construction is in marked contrast with 
the Laissez faire seemingly inseparable with all work of 
this kind in Brazil. 

In trackage; wiring and passenger equipment the 
Montevideo lines will be very similar to the suburban 
systems of London, which have served as models. The 
rails and cars are lighter than those in use on the inter- 
urban systems of Southern California, but some very am- 
bitious figures are aimed at in the way of speed. The 
power distribution will be underground in the business 
portion of the city, and overhead in the residential sec- 
tions and the suburbs. 

That most of the power installation of this system is 
English rather than American, is due more to the fact 
that freights are much lower to the Plate from London 
than New York, than to a great differencé in initial cost 
or a fancied superiority of English machinery. The rails 
are American, reimported from London, as are also the 
trucks of the care. The bodies of the latter are of Eng- 
lish make, and the motors French. 

Uruguay’s foreign trade is not large, but she manages 
to always keep a very creditable balance in her favor; a 
gain, however, which is almost offset by the large 
amount of gold that must go out of the country as in-

terest on foreign loans and dividends on foreign capital 
invested in railroads and other enterprises. England 
always heads the list in amount of ‘trade, with the 
United States, Germany and France alternating from 
year to year in second place. American import is back- 
ward for the same reason as with other South Ameri- 
can countries—lack of American steamship lines, with 
resultant high freights, absence of banking relations and 
the searcity of American people. At present Uruguay 
buys from us only such of her necessities as she cannot 


secure in Europe.

WONDERFUL KENTUCKY CAVES 
THAT ARE SELDOM VISITED. 


By a Special Confributor. 


FTER spending two days at Mammoth Cave, study- 

ing the marvelous scenery along both the short 

and long routes, I fell in with an old explorer of | 
that region who told me that I had not yet seen the 
beauties and wonders of thie underground world He 


you can take a narrow path, leading off to the left about 
thirty feet, and enter a low circular room about 100 feet 
in diameter. In the center is a pool of waters The rim 
of this pool is called the Chinese wall. From the ceiling 


hang thousands of stalactites, so clear and transparent 


that the light of our lamps ts plainly seen through 
them. 


The main cave is about four miles in length and ex- 
tends in a southerly direction. For about two miles the 
cavern attains a width of thirty feet and a height of 
forty feet. Florence avenue, Bicycle avenue and Regis- 
ter avenue are short divergences that run parallel with 
the main avenue.

Eastern, are names given to some of the most shapely 
ones. There are two groups of detached rocks that 
look very much like the ruins of some great city. To 
one of these groups has been given the name of The 
Ruins of Carthage. To another. The Ruins of Mar- 
tinique. 

One of the things that adds to the charm of Colossal 
Cavern is the number of pools, springs and cascades 
We have scarcely entered before a beautiful spring of 
clear, cold water, Uncle Toms pool, opens at our feet. A 
little farther and Lizard Springs attracts us, for in the

charming flower garden. While the variety of scenery, | 
the massive stalactites and stalagmites, the lofty domes, | 
the awful pite, the charming waterfall, the lovely pools, | 
the exquisite drapery, and beautiful ceiling decorations 
make Colossal Caverns a fit rival of Mammoth Cave it- 
self. As Colossal has but recently been opened to the 
public, a brief description will, | am sure, prove of in-

The floor of Colossal Caverns is 216 feet below the 
earth’s surface. The present entrance is by an artificial | 
passageway about three feet in width. The descent is | 


by an easy flight of stone steps. When half-way down the hands of a mighty sculptor, is most impressive. Thie

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our theaters; the narrow aisles, heated atmosphere, and 
so forth. But I shall “never do so no more,” after visit- 
ing those of London and Paris, and more especially the 
latter. The playhouses of that city are constructed 
with a eolicitous concern for the discomfort of patrons 
that puts to the blush the most indifferent, “public-be- 
damned” attitude of the London owners. Their shape is 


oblong instead of wide, and rounded so that only those 


who are seated in the limited space just opposite the 
stage can see anything (unless they be professional con- 
tortionists) and a still emailer number can hear. 


This last fact is due not only to defective acoustics, 
but to Parisian standards of behavior. The audience, 
during the entire time of the performance, is occupied in 
holding “causeries” on their private, domestic and social 
affairs. The “play” is not the “thing” at all, to judge 
by the utterly abeorbed and serious manner in which the 
crowd gabbles away, their chatter being punctuated by 
laughter, applauee, expressions of satisfaction and dis- 
satisfaction, and every other kind of noise that a hu- 


man being is capable of making. Constant coughing, 
produced by the germ-filled atmosphere of the thickly- 


upholstered and unhealthy place, adds to the racket. 


I witnessed some of the classic French dramas— 
“Moliere,” “Racine,” and “Corneille’—which would 


have been delightful had it not been for the above draw-. 


backs. The enunciation is most correct and pure, the 
gestures and delivery graceful in the extreme; but there 
is a certain monotony and uniformity that is, I under- 
stand, the natural result of the training at the Conser- 
vatoire, where a rigid adherence to traditional methods 
discourages all spontaneity and originality. 

The censorship, too, forbidding the production of all 
plays on religious or political subjects, must have its 
effect on the development of native drama, while every 
variety of low and vile, decadent and degenerate show 


' flourishes. One of the latter places, which, as I learned 


from a resident, is situated on a side street, entirely re- 
mote from the foreign quarter, Is frequented by the 
swellest Parisians, male and female. The performances 
given here have for their themes such a mingling of all 
unholy passions, murder, lust, violence, horror, cruelty 
and depravity, as to appeal only to moral perverts. 

To illustrate, one of these plays has the following 
plots: A man, concealing himself in a woman's sleep- 
ing apartment for purposes of robbery, when discovered, 
relates to her circumstantially how he has murdered her 
lover while with him in a remote and lonely spot, the 
gruesome and horrible details of which narrative so fas- 
cinate the woman that she throws herself into his arms. 

But one does not need to hunt up such morbid and 
decadent show in Paris—I did not—for those ordinarily 
given at supposedly respectable theaters are sufficiently 


' indecent and objectionable to satisfy any person of how- 


ever low and immoral tendencies. Were the censor- 
ship exercised to prevent the productiqn.of this kind of 
stuff, instead of to ban sociological questions, it would 
surely result in a vast benefit to society at large, and to 
the French people in particular. 

It seems utterly impossible for the Gaul to appreciate 
the Anglo-Saxon's attitude in this respect. He persists 
in thinking it mere prudery, to satirize which and ad- 
vertise the plays at the same time, the exclamation in 
the original (for which doubtless there is no French 
equivalent!) “Oh, shocking!” is prefixed to the an- 
nouncements of a new piece of especially unsavory char- 
acter, on the billboards. 

There is a fundamental racial difference of viewpoint 
between the two peoples, regarding the whole province 
of art, the Anglo-Saxon considering either the lewd or 
the horrible outside art's legitimate domain—while the 
Gaul has no such prejudice. To illustrate, another play 
I saw has for its central motive the killing of a man’s 
wife and family by burglars while in their country home, 
the husband and father, at his office in Paris, being an 
ear witness, by telephone, of the dreadful event, and 
powerless to prevent it. 

“But what is the good of portraying this fearful and 
horrible happening?” the English or American auditor 
would ask, “of outraging and harrowing up the feelings 
to no purpose whatever?” In true tragedy, suffering 
and agoay are the result of sin or wrongdoing, of the 
soul’s struggle between right and wrong, of something 
which ennobles and dignifies that suffering. But here 
it is nothing but accident, and to the Anglo-Saxon is 
outside the province of art altogether. 

The finest performance I witnessed in Paris was Sar- 
dou's “La Sorciere,” which was a great success, running 
for weeks to crowded houses, notwithstanding its ob- 


_jectionable features to Catholic audiences in the realis- 


— — 


tic pictures of the Spanish Inquisition. Doubtless only 
an author of Sardou's fame could have successfully run 
the gauntlet of the censorship with such a play. 

Gabriel de Max, as the infamous Cardinal Ximenes, 
clad in his scarlet and black robes, his ashen-gray coun- 
tenance, peculiarly stealthy tread and other traits rep- 
resentative of the arch-inquisitor, was most impressive, 
and as the newspapers sald, “surpassed himself.’ As 
for “the divine Sarah,” born a Jewess, and perchance 
having in her veins the blood of one pefsecuted race, she 
fulfilled to perfecttion, it goes without saying, the char- 
acter of the Moorish heroine accused of sorcery. When 
threatened by the Cardinal, in the Inquisition chamber, 
with the pains of eternal punishment, she rises to su- 
perb heights of scorn and denunciation, in a gradual 
crescendo, reaching at last a grand climax of tragic pas- 
sion that makes the “voice of silver” sound a brazen 
trumpet of flery wrath, as she cries, “Ici c’est—l'enfer, 
l'enfer, benfer! (“It is here—hell, hell, hell!“) 

The process of obtaining a seat at any of the principal 
houses is a costly one in time and nerve expenditure, as 
well as cash. Scales of prices vary for each theater, and 
moreover, each varies in itself for the different perform- 
ances, and these are further complicated by trickiness 


and double dealing on the part of speculators, winked at 


by the management, so that it would require the acumen 


of a Philadelphia lawyer or judge to decide just what a 
seat in a Paris theater is really worth. 


All the theaters begin at different hours, giving mati- 
née performances on different days. To get accurate in- 
formation—the papers do not give it—you must go to the 
theater beforehand. Your ticket is an autograph docu- 
ment, made out with all the tedious ceremony at- 
taching to a birth or death certificate, a passport or 
other official paper. I momentarily expected to be asked 
details of my family history, such as are required to be 
inscribed by foreigners on hotel registers, and so forth. 


Then, to crown all, and in true conformity with 
French fickleness, the play is apt to be changed at the 
last moment. I had one experience of this kind, having 
| after a tedious wait and after repeated assurances that 
the opera was to be given on that evening, procured a 
ticket for “Aida,” only to find, when I took my seat, the 
curtain rising on quite a different scene and setting from 
what I had always associated with that work. By in- 
quiry, and consultation of the bill, I learned that I was 
to witness a performance of Herode; but as “Aida” 
was the opera I desired to see and had paid for, I 
marched to the box office, and demanded my money 
back, which was given me, after the manifestation of 
great astonishment on the part of the management that 
any one should be so unreasonable. 


Traveling from France to Germany, the conditions 
are much improved, the theaters being more commo- 
dious and comfortable, and, especially during the sum- 
mer time, good seats being procurable for a song. In 
Berlin | saw a splendid performance of that wonderful 
tragedy, “The Master of Palmyra,” for the sum of 35 
cents, and at the Dresden Operahouse heard the “Meis- 
tersingers and the “Gotterdammerung” for the same 
price. 

“The Master of Palmyra,“ a superb five-act dramatic 
poem, the subject of a eulogistic article by Mark Twain, 
published a few years ago, has never been translated, 
or played, I understand, anywhere in the world, except 
in Berlin and Vienna. it forms five distinct and com- 
plete tragedies, the heroine being reincarnated in a dif- 
ferent character in each act. 


It is doubtless due in part to the existence of a na- 
tional, subsidized theater in that such a eplen- 
did performance, lasting for four hours, with all its ac 
cessories of perfect stage setting, beautiful oriental cos- 
tumes, given by some of the best actors in the country. 
can be enjoyed—for 35 cents. 


Maxim Gorky’s “Nacht-Asyl.” or the “House of Ref- 
uge, was given at one of the minor theaters with a 
fidelity of realism that is almost revolting af the time. 
but which haunts the mind like a nightmare forever 
after, preaching the most striking lesson in sociology 
that it is possible for the mind to conceive. 


The scenes ir this powerful little play take place in 
one of those night asylums for the destitute in Russia, 
somewhat similar to our own Salvation Army resorts, 
but conducted by the government, and the evils and 
abuses of which cry to heaven—at least they did to 
Gorky—for redress. 


In Italy—land of art—one may witness the drama in 
one of its forms—I will not say the only one—of per- 
fection. It was at San Remo, that picturesque little 
city on the borders of the blue Mediterranean, in the 
Italian Riviera, that I was able to fulfill one of the 
dearest desires of my Buropean trip. I saw Eleanora 
Duse, queen of the Italian, and methinks, of the world’s 
stage, in a play, which, luckily for my better understand- 
ing and enjoyment, I was already familiar with in the 
original, Pinero’s “Second Mrs. Tanqueray.” 

The theater is a tiny one, and the stage, so small as to 
seem suitable only for an amateur performance, with

For the 
rest, in her directness and simplicity, in her cast of col- 
oring and features, Duse reminded me in a subtle, in- 
explicable way of an American woman off the stage. 


It seemed fitting that one should hear at least one 
Italian opera in the land of its birth, and with this idea, 
I attended a performance of “La Boheme,” in Florence, 
but must confess that the audience, more than the opera, 
was the eupreme attraction. In its utter abandonment 
to its emotions, its storms of hisses and wild outbursts 
of applause, its ignoring of what did not please it by 
perusing the newspapers meanwhile and flirting—the 
gilded youths and bald heads in the dress circle commu- 
nicating with their lady friends in the boxes by means 
of a deaf-and-dumb alphabet of love—it certainly made 
good its reputation of being the most demonstrative in 
the world.

TIONS IN NATIONAL MUSEUM.

Ws, Feb. 12—Unique and extraordi- 


nary interest is a series of exhibits illustrating 

the superstitions of medicine, now being accu- 
mulated for the National Museum by Dr. James M. 
Flint, curator of medicine. It already includes u« large 
number of amulets, talismans and fetiches; also para- 
phernalia employed in exorcism, invocation, incantation, 
the laying on of hands and the royal touch. Its most 
striking lesson is that mankind in general is today every 
jot as gullible, when imbued with the dread of disease, 
as it was in ancient and medieval times. In fact the 
photograph of a very scientific and modern-appearing 
domestic medicine chest of the wife of Pharaoh Mentu- 
hotep, 2500 B.C., seen in juxtaposition to the left hind . 
shoe of a cross-eyed mule, such as esteemed by many 
Americans of today as a sovereign remedy for cramps,

The Vegetable Lamb. 


One of the most striking items in the collection is an 
excellent specimen of the Kou-Chi, or “vegetable lamb,” 
a curious plant which, although connected with the 
ground by a root yet—as firmly believed in England, a 
century back—‘“rejoiced in a sort of fiesh and blood, 
browsed upon the surrounding herbs by turning round 
upon its axis, or root, until, having devoured all within 
reach, it perished a victim of hunger.” This peculiar 
vegetable growth, known also to the Chinese as the 
“Golden-haired Dog,” bears a striking resemblance to a 
small quadruped, even to being densely covered with a 
soft, golden-brown hatr-like growth It was 


a drug of marvelous properties by the pharmacists of 

Europe during the 16th and I7th centuries, and was be- 
lieved even by physicians to be a plant animal. In 

China today it is valued as a tonic as well as a renewer 
of youth.

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“Ordeal Bark” for Casting Out Witches. 
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Amulet for Cholera. 


An amulet valued as a protection against ch 
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Maing a small tube filled with mercury. Th 
= this amulet had its origin a century ago in 
a great cholera epidemic during which ft 
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mandrake root, because of whose rude resemblance to 
the human form many magical properties were ascribed 
to it in olden times. It was believed to grow only un- 


der a gallows, “where the matter that has dropped from 


the dead body hath given it the shape of a man.” It 
was said that “he who would take up a plant thereof 
must tie a dogge thereunto to pull it up, which (the root) 
will give a great shriek at the digging up. Otherwise, 
if a man should do it, he would certainly die in a short 
space thereafter.” Thus, in “Romeo and Juliet” are the 
lines: 

“and shrieks like mandrakes torn out of the earth, 

That living mortals hearing them run mad.” 

Also, in “Henry VI": 


“Would curses kill as doth the mandrake’s groan, 


feel the burning or cutting.” 
Sympathetic Powder and Weapon Salve. 
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Touch Pieces, for King’s Evil. 
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Casting Out Witches. 
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Carefully folded, covered with leather and 


protected from the moisture of the body by some resin- 
ous application. This is worn by the Soudanese warriors 
as a protection from both wounds and disease. 

In a large jar the curator has placed an excellent speci- 
men of “snake slough,” simply the epidermis of a snake, 
such as bound around the foreheads and temples of 
Englishmen, even unto today, to cure headache. It is 
also used to extract thorns, being applied to the back of 
the hand, for example, if the thorn be in the palm. 

Then there is a necklace of coral such as worn to stop 
a flux of blood to drive away ghosts, illusions and bad 
dreams; to harden diseased gums, cleanse putrid sores 
relieve pains in the stomach, etc. Coral is taken inter- 
nally in powder mixed with wine to cure gravel and by 
some people is hung upon fruit trees to insure fertility 
or protect from hali and biting winds. It was in great 
repute during the middle ages as a drug and amulet, 
while Sanscrit medicine taught that it “is a specific 
against cold and biliousness, and the wearing of it is 
very beneficial to women.” Indeed, coral beads are still 
strung about the necks of American children as a 
specific against the diseases of childhood. 


Negro “Hoodoo” Talismans. * 


To illustrate the Voodoo, Hoodoo, Obi or Obeah, that 
species of sorcery practiced by negroes of Africa and con- 
tinued by some of their descendants in the United States 
and the West Indies, the curator has obtained a typical 
amulet consisting of a chicken feather, some human hair, 
u drop of blood, a bit of rag and a pine sliver all tied to- 
gether and sewed in a bit of shirting. This little bag is 
to be worn about the neck as a cure-all, and to prevent 
the working of the “hoodoo” on or against the wearer. 
There are also specimens of peony root such as carried 
in the pocket as a preventive of insanity, or strung in 
necklaces which prevent convulsions or epilepsy; a horse 
chestnut such as now carried in the pockets of all classes 
in this country as a specific against rheumatism, but 
which must be begged or stolen before it can be effica- 
clous; small branches of mistletoe such as worn sus- 
pended from the neck for epilepsy, if cut with a gold 
knife when the moon is six days old; the knee-cap of a 
sheep worn next to the skin during the day or beneath 
the pillow at night, as a cure for cramp; a deer's foot 
such as is often heated and rubbed over a painful or 
aching tooth; and a “cramp ring made from a naij that 
has been used to fasten a coffin and dug out of a grave- 
yard. 

Rheumatism Candle. 

A “rheumatism candle"—a partially consumed arc- 
light carbon—carried in the pockets of Americans of to- 
day as a cure for rheumatism and neuralgia; a large disk 
of copper such as worn about the neck as a preventive of 
neuralgia and cholera; also a skein of scarlet silk thread, 
tied in the strictly prescribed nine knots and to be worn 
about the neck as a cure for nose-bleed, are among other 
modern items. * 


Odd Cure for Toothache. 


An odd treatment for toothache is illustrated by an 
iron nail such as must be used to scarify the gums until 
it bleeds, after which the nail, covered with blood, must 
be driven into a wooden beam up to the head. Moreover, 
there is a lock of hair such as is often cut from the 
head of a child suffering from whooping cough, then 
placed between slices of bread and fed to a dog. If, 
while partaking, the dog should cough, the disease is 
supposed to be immediately transferred to him. 

In addition to the aforementioned left hind shoe of a 
cross-eyed mule—to be carried in the pocket as a cure for 
cramps, or kept near the bedstead that it may be readily 
seized in case of a nocturnal attack—there is, last, but 
not least, the right foot of a rabbit such as is carried in 
the pockets of hundreds of us superstitious mortals of 
today as a sovereign specific for rheumatism. The label 
prepared for this exhibit omits, however, to specify that 
the left hind foot of the same gentle rodent is highly 
prized by poker players if the victim—that is, the rabbit 
—has been shot in a graveyard, at the dark of the moon.

STUPIDITY OF BEES. 


AN APIARIST WHO THINKS THEY SHOW FEEBLE 
BRAIN POWER. 


{New York Tribune:] “It would be foolish to deny 
that honey bees show many qualities of a high order of 


‘instinct, but they also show, in a great many instances, 


a remarkable degree of stupidity,” writes Louis Rhead 
in The Outlook. “Yet for centuries, poets and writers 
have held them up as paragons of wisdom. Maurice Mae- 
terlinck, in his most poetical description of the nuptial 
flight of the queen bee and the dramatic death of the 
favorite lover, is one instance. On the other hand, Sir 
John Lubbock, in his ‘Ants, Bees and Wasps,’ dismisses 
the honey bee with little ceremony, finding it infinitely 
less interesting and intelligent than the ant. There is 
no question that the ant, at every turn, outwits the bee 
in its home by stealing its hard-earned store. In fact, 
60 numerous are the enemies of bees that it is no won- 
der that they are supplied by nature with means to resist 
and even to attack the thieves who wish to take their 
earnings. 

“First comes the bee moth, whose caterpillar bores 
through the comb; then the ant, the spider, and the wild 
bumblebee. The caterpillar of the bee moth bores and 
destroys the comb; the spider kills the bees and sucks 
their blood, and the ant, the wild bumblebee and various 
flies steal the honey. These enemies hover about and 
commit their depredations near the hive, and were it not 
for the extraordinary fecundity of the queen mother the 
bees struggle for existence would soon cease. 


“One would naturally conclude that so bold a creature 
would have the faculty of resisting its numerous small 
enemies, but, in fact, it is exactly the opposite. The bee 
seems paralyzed by a spider. Although its vision and 
scent are so keen that it cannot fail to see a epider busily 


working and weaving its web right in front of the mouth 
of the hive, yet one after another will fly right into the 
web, to sure death. One of the beekeeper’s constant du- 
ties is to clear spiders away from the vicinity of the 
shive, especially from the entrance. 

“In front of one of my hives I grew a Japanese iris. 
On thie the spiders would string their web, carrying it 
to the hive so that one out of every twenty bees emerg- 
ing and entering would be captured. In every instance 
where I have watched a bee entangled in the web its 
first and only object was to free itself. While it is strug- 
gling, the spider winds it securely, and not till this is 
done does he use his nippers to draw the blood: the 
struggle gets fainter; still the bee, equal or superior in 
size and strength, has opportunity to sting, but does not. 
It simply makes all effort possible to get free. 

“With ants the case is different, because they invar- 
lably enter the hive, and, as they are unable to fly, the 
vee has the advantage of being able to pounce upon them 
and hold them down. Last winter a colony of ants made 
their way into the hive by boring through a crevice in the 
footboard which was old and comparatively rotten. Dur- 
ing the fall they bored passages in all directions, an! 
there located their colony, and at intervals climbed up 
to the cells, stealing the honey and depositing it for fu- 
ture use. In midwinter the bees usually come out of the 
hives from time to time. But from this hive no bees ap- 
peared. I was somewhat surprised that four colonies 
came out of the hives and one did not. On lifting the 
top, I found the combs covered with the entire colony, 
and every one stone dead—forty thousand bees motion- 
less, their bodies shining as naturally as in life. I lifted 
the frames out to make an examination, and in 60 doing, 
lifted the body of the hive from the footboard. This dis- 
closed a large and numerous colony of ants in a semi- 
dormant condition, with a plentiful supply of honey in 
their quarters. I came to the conclusion that the ants 
had stolen every particle of the bees’ winter food, and 
the bees were consequently starved to death. 

“The question arises, ‘Why are not bees endowed with 
instinct to destroy so persistent an enemy?’ They have 
the same sense of smell, and the same sense of sight as 
the ant, yet in this instance probably monthe of depre- 
dations on their hard-earned stores went serenely on 
without any effort to stop it. The average number of 
bees in a healthy hive is about 60,000, yet I venture to 
say that 80 per cent. in one year come to an untimely 
end. 

“Again, on bright days during the winter, they will 
issue forth. No matter if the snow is on the ground and 
the air is chilly; if only the sun shines, they will fly 
around. I have seen them on these occasions fly for a 
few moments and then drop helplessly on the snow, and 
after a time, for a space of a few yards around the hive, 
they lie so thick that the snow is hidden. On these oc- 
casions the beekeeper will often lose from 50,000 to 100. 
000 bees. The question may well be asked, ‘Why does the 
bee not know, not have instinct enough to know, that the 
temperature is lower than he can bear? Some bekeep- 
ers say they would die, anyhow; but that is no reason. 
for in summer they fan to keep cool, and in winter fan 
to keep warm, and they would succeed in weathering the 
winter's cold if they kept in their hive. 


“Another instance may be mentioned of what I call bee 
stupidity. I had about a pint of sour honey which had 
tun from unsealed combs, and placed it in a flat plate be- 
fore the hives for the bees to remake. In ten minutes the 
first bee got on the plate, took a few sips and left. 
Shortly after others followed. In the space of twenty 
minutes I counted eighteen ants and nine filee—two of 
the large blue-bottle Variety, the remainder being differ- 
ent kinds of small wasps—and forty hive bees. I had 
been careful to place small chips of wood for the bees to 
alight on while floating in the sticky mass, yet 
every one of the forty bees floundered in up to their eyes 
in the liquid sweet. On removing three of the live ones 
to the edge of the plate, they promptly struggled back, 
refusing the opportunity to crawl through the grass to 
clear their bodies and get their wings dry to enable them 
to carry the honey to the hive. On the other hand, the 
flies and ants carefully stood on the edge of the honey-- 
the ants in a perfect row, equally distant from each other. 
with not even their feet soiled; but when gorged to the 
limit of safety, away they would go and soon return for 
a fresh supply. 

“The oft-repeated praise of the tender solicitude of the 
nurse and doctor bees seems in striking contrast with the 
callous movements of healthy bees who pass by their 
dead or wounded sisters without the slightest notice, but 
will quickly remove them if work is impeded, taking no 
end of trouble to pick the body up, fly some distance and 
then drop it. A single bee may be seen tugging and pull 
ing, the rest working merrily on, taking no notice what- 
ever nor giving assistance; yet in the hive comb build- 
ing every one helps his neighbor in building a cell. The 
same thing applies to a bee struggling in a epider’s web. 
The strength of a union of twelve bees flying with sa 
age force against the fragile web would at once get 
prisoner free; yet, while they are indifferent to their 
comrade’s trouble, if a young terrier pup ventures withiu 
a yard or so of the hive a dozen bees are on him like a 
flash, and with unerring judgment they know his tender 
spots. 

“Many minor things might be mentioned to show that 
the honey bee is not only stupid, but more so than the av- 
erage insect with which it comes in contact, although it is 
admittedly a wonderful creature in many ways. If it 
were not for its sweet and toothsome honey, we should 
have no more respect and affection for it than for the 
common hornet.”

AND INDIAN SIGNS.

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tridegroom's house as a member of his family, not to 
see her own relatives again for many months. 

It is also a curious fact that the anchors, used in Pan- 
ama and Mexico, at this day, are the same as we find in 
Japan and the north of China, that is, four hooks with- 
out a barb. 

The monosyllabic character of the language is noticed 
among many of the Indian tribes. The ideographs of 
the Indian languages, which have not developed into a 
written language with an alphabet, are characterized by 
the absence of the sound of the letter R, which is not 
to be found in the Chinese language at all. 

The custom of filling the coffins with clothing or rolls 
of cloth, and other gifts for the use of the dead, is com- 
mon to both nations. The Chinese wedge the corpse in 
tightly, and as their coffins are large, even the bedding 
on which the persor. lay when dying is wrapped round it. 

Two amusing incidents were told to me by the princi- 
pals, concerning this custom. 

A teacher on an Indian reservation in California 
missed a handsome fur cape, and after advertising widely 
for it, gave it up for lost. Several months afterward she 
was present at the funeral of one of her pupils, a little 
girl. The coffin had been closed before she arrived, but 
was opened to receive the parting present of a belated 
relative. To her surprise and indignation she saw that 


the child was enveloped in her cherished fur cape. She

would commit were she to demand it. | 

A newly-arrived missionary in China, seeing the body 
of a Chinese woman lying on the bare boards, generously 
placed her best white Marseilles spread under her. 
When the body was lifted into the coffin, it was rolled 
up snugly in the spread, and she stood meekly by, not 
daring to speak. The Chinese relatives thanked her for 
her gift, and to have asked for the return of it would 
have shocked them inexpressedly. The superstitious 
Chinese would have burned it, had it not occurred to 
them to pay her the compliment of burying it with the 
corpse, for even the bed boards are burned or given to 
the coolies who carry the body away. 


-The Chinese legend of the eclipse, “The Celestial 
Dragon Swallowing the Sun.“ and the beating of tom- 
toms and gongs to frighten him away is known to the 
Indians. “We find constantly traces of serpent or dragon 
worship among the Indians, and at this time serpents 
are kept in temples in China as representatives of the 
ancient dragon. 

Besides ‘the above there are numberless little coinci- 
dences of belief and custom that point to a time, how- 
ever distant, when the Chinese knew something of 
America; but whether they settled America, as some 
claim, or whether they came originally from America, as 
others believe, I do not know. 


Humboldt says that the calendars of the two coun- 


tries are the same, both dividing the ecliptic into twenty- 
seven or twenty-eight parts, and giving to each lunar 
day the name of the stars near which the moon is 
found, to be placed in its progressive movement from 
west to east. Both the Mexicafis and the Thibetans re- 
gard this as the fifth age of the world, in opposition to 
the Hindoo theory of four ages, or “suns.” 

It has been almost impossible to fix the beginning of 
the year among the Indians, some saying a certain day 
in January, and others putting it as late as March. In 
China, while the year is lunar, its commencement is reg- 
ulated by the sun, and comes on the first new moon after 
the sun enters Aquarius, thus fixing the date not earlier 
than January 21 nor later than February 19. 

One of the most interesting proofs of the similarity of 
the religions of the Chinese and Mexican Indians, is a 
Mexican image, now in the museum of the Ethnographi- 
cal Society of Paris, which is said to be a representation 
of the god Quetzalcoat!, and is certainly a close imita- 
tion of the Asiatic Buddha. To the left of the image is 
a Chinese character Buddha, reversed in engraving prob- 
ably Fut or Fu or Fo, as it is variously pronounced. The 
character for “bow,” Kung, with four nearly straight 
lines forms the character Fut. 
image is precisely that of Buddha, and the features are 
Asiatic.

GROWTH OH THE SKULL. 


SERIES OF MODELS ILLUSTRATING DEVELOP- 
MENT AND PROGRESS. 

(New York Tribune] How man’s headpiece was built 
up from a fishy beginning; how his face happens to be 
under his cranium; what he has gained and lost in his 
top works during the last few million years—these are 
the profound questions that may be more easily an- 
swered when the scientists of the Museum of Natural 
History have studied a new collection of skull models. 
The work of making a model collection which will show 
the development of skulls from the lowest forms to the 
highest has been in progress for the last eighteen 
months. The reptiles have just been reached in the as- 
cending scale of being. 


It is the motto of science to work siowly but surely; 
therefore, the more startling results are held in abey- 
ance, and it would be taking a liberty to predict the an- 
nouncement that Shakespeare's brow was rounded by the 
mud-nosing habit of the lamprey. or that the Czar of 
Russia owes his inconstant mentality to the playful sala- 
mander. No savant would be so personal, anyway. 


One might ask why the skull was chosen for study in- 
stead of the brain. The answer for one thing is that no 
brain exists without its envelope, and by measuring the 
cavities it is easy to know the exact content of gray mat- 
ter. Moreover, the cranial bones involve the larger 
structure of the entire head As for the question 
whether skull or brain came first, it is like the riddle of 
chicken and egg. 


Many of the lower forms being embryonic and almost 
microscopic, it would be next to impossible for the sci- 
entists to make a thorough comparative study of the 
Skulls in their natural state. So by an intricate process 
there are made wax models many thousand times larger 
than the original. A skull no bigger than a pinhead be- 
comes a structure a foot long and a half as wide by this 
process, so that it may be examined in all its parts at 
leisure. If this seems a miracle, it can be beaten by the 
instance of a rotifer that is enlarged from invisibility to 
343,000,000 times its size. 


How the brain and skull developed has always been a 
deep study with scientific men. In the last century 
Goethe supported the theory of purely vertebral growth, 
but the late research shows the skull to be of composite 
derivation. It has arisen in part from a modification of 
anterior vertebrae, but the lower bones, and particularly 
the lower jaw, have a different origin. Many face bones 
are not preformed in cartilage, but are laid down as 
membranes, and others owe their origin to a modifica- 
tion of the anterior gills. In the higher animals these 
latter are replaced by membrane bones, and the deriva- 
tives of gills appear only in embryonic stages. A person 
complimental on beautiful ears, therefore, may reflect 
what excellent gills he or she used to have in fishy days. 

It is well to remember that the mouth of man and his 
fellows is accidentally in the vicinity of his head. The 
mouth used to be much lower down, even in the stomach, 
and possibly it worked ite way up in order to be nearer 
headquarters of intelligence. The eyes, nose and ears 
no doubt felt it would be better to accompany the mouth 
to commanding situation. If the eyes were in the knees, 
for example, a bow-legged man would be cross-eyed also. 


A BOON TO ANGLERS. 


A DEcision WHICH WILL, IT 1s SAID, Prove 
THAT FISH SHRINK. 


{New York Tribune:] One of the mysteries of life is 
in a fair way, if not to be settled, at least to be judi- 
cially determined; and fortunately it is to be determined 
in the old commonwealth of Massachusetts, where the 
tradition of great judges like Shaw and great lawyers like 
Webster, with sporting blood in their veins, still survives 
and insures a decision which will be quoted not merely 
by advocates, but by anglers. Moralists have been won- 
dering for ages what there was in the piscatoria! art that 
seemed so gurely to undermine habits of veracity. Hon- 
orable men who would not cheat another out of a match, 
or make to a greeting the conventional reply that they 
felt if by chance their gout was giving them twinges, 
could always be found taking three-pound fish from the 
water which at home never weighed more than two. No 
doubt Isaak Walton and his cook had very different ideas 
of the size of the king’s foot, as measured by the length 
of the fieh he gave her to put on the fire. If she be- 
lieved him when he said they were a foot long, she prob- 
ably had reason to suppose that royalty was shod in boys’ 
sizes. 


As we say, this habit.in fishermen of seeing fish larger 
than anybody ede has been set down by the careless to 
mendacity. But a new searcher for truth seems to have 
hit upon another explanation, which not only does credit 
to humanity, but also opens up a new field for science. 
This person, who is described as a “gentleman farmer” in 
Greater Barrington and a stock broker in New York, 
having been arrested for catching trout under six inches 
in length, sets up the legal defense that the trout were 
six inches long when he caught them, but shrank while 
he had them in his basket on the way home. Now, if he 
can sustain this possibility of shrinking before the courts, 
we have a doctrine of great usefulness to all honest men 
who love fishing, but have reputations as clergymen. 
teachers and sober bankers to maintain. The raconteur 
of fish stories peed never hereafter be disturbed by in- 
credulous smiles when he holds his hands two feet apart 
to indicate the length of a bass which the auditors know 
was easily cooked as a pan fish. He can merely say in 
passing that ii was an extraordinarily hot day and he 
never saw a fish shrink as that did.

Of course they cost more to begin, 
but it will pay you in the end. 


For the next few months wild flowers may be found 
from seashore to mountain top. Seeds of many of these 
are eagerly bought by the residents of other States and 
countries, for we have a large number of native plants 
of marked horticultural value. Why not make a note of 
the locality where these showy blooms are now in evi- 
dence that we may return later and gather the seeds or 
bulbs? Why not have a corner of your garden devoted 
to the growth of our own floral beauties? They are so 
much easier to start and care for than most foreign 
plants; do not, however, pluck all the flowers you find— 
seed gathering does little harm. 


Now ts the golden time for lawn fertilizing. Many use 
their stable manures on the lawn while they buy com- 
mercial fertilizer for flower and vegetable plots. This is 
altogether wrong. Stable manures generally contain 
more or less weed seeds, and these can be overcome by 
cultivation in the garden, but when they grow in the 
lawn, they must be pulled out one by one. So it is more 
economical] to use commercial fertilizers on the lawn and 
the stable manures in the garden, where good, not harm, 
will result. All fertilizer works manufacture fertilizers 
for both lawn and garden which give good results. Peo- 
ple are more and more, each year coming to realize that 
commercial fertilizers are foods, not medicine, and the 
very best grades of plant food, too. 


Beware of Nasturtiums. 


Many unthinking people enthuse over nasturtiums be- 
cause of the extreme ease with which they can be grown 
in our climate. They surely are a good flower for the 
very poor, and the very lazy, giving grand results for the 
least expenditure of time or money. In many sections, 
and under certain conditions, they are to be recom- 
mended, but in the well-tilled, well-irrigated garden they 
are a source of constant annoyance, if not of real danger 
to more valuable plant life. Many complaints reach this 
department that after the first seeds are ripe, the plants 
become a pest, springing up in all sorts of places during 
every month in the year. Where the seeds have lodged 
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the very best of tub, pot or garden plants for shaded, | 
well-drained positions and of late years has again come 
strongly into public favor.

The clefte, therefore, 
are more or less full of vegetable mold, and this forms an | 
excellent foster soll for a large number of plants. But | 
it is not necessarily the case that all plants rooting in | 
this mold take up organic matter, or organic compounds 
from it. Thus one finds not infrequently in the angles 
on the trunks, etc., of old trees such and other plants; 
which might have germinated there from fruits brought 
by birds, and other ways. But with this exception of in- 
stances, the great majority of plants nestling in the mold 
in crevices of bark, do take nutriment from this, their 
substratum in the form of organic compounds. In cold 
regions the plants living in the mold of bark are for the 
most part mosses and liverworts. In the tropics, on the 
other hand, the fissured bark of trees is a rallying ground 
not only for delicate mosses and moss-like plants, but 
also for a whole host of ferns and vivid flowering plants. 
The number of small ferns which develop and unroll 
their fronds from chinks in the bark of trees is so great 
that old trunks appear wrapped in a regular foliage of 
fern-fonds.

Conifers for Street Trees. 


We are often called upon to condemn the practice of 
planting conifers (cone-bearing trees) for street pur- 
poses, as but a very small percentage of them look well 
when so used, being too dark and somber in appear- 
ance. Still fewer present a pleasing appearance when 
denuded of their lower branches. “Gardening in Cali- 
fornia” says: “Conifers are frequently used for street 
planting, but as language is not strong enough to con- 
demn the impropriety of their use for this purpose, no 
further attention is accorded them here. Public 
convenience demands the removal of all the lower 
branches for a height of eight or ten feet of trees that 
align a sidewalk or public highway. As the exquisite 
beauty of most conifers depends entirely upon the in- 
tegrity of the lower limbs, the impropriety of planting | 
any tree subject to these requirements becomes ap- 
parent. A notable exception can be made in the way 
of a boulevard of imposing width—not less than one 
hundred and twenty feet.

ARACAS, Jan. 2.—In Venezuela.the study of exis- 
tent and prehistoric races is still in its incipiency. 
Rich in possibilities, it offers to the anthropologist 


a magnificent new field in which to make valuable dis- 


covertes. 


There is but little doubt that Venezuela at the time oft 
the arrival of Christopher Columbus was populated by 


divers groups of unequally civilized Indians belonging 
to the one great race prevalent throughout the New 
World. The belief that the population of Venezuela 
pertained to a race radically different from other Indians 


* geems to be wrongly founded. This is due to the very 
superficial hypothesis that distinctions in grades of ein- 


ilization account for or identify different races. 


longed to distinct races of men than do the notable dif- 
ferences among the Aztecs, Mayas, Chilchas and Incas, 
considered from the standpoint of culture, argue that 
they they are not one and the same race. The dissimi- 
larity of the tribes simply adds interest as showing the 
rise and fall of humanity without regard to homogene- 
ity or propingquity.

OF THE N AME.

ERRITT is a name derived from the Anglo-Saxon 
word maer, or maera, meaning renowned, illus- 
trious. In French, the name is Meret. Varia- 
tions of the English form are Merrett, Merrit, Meritt, 
and one of the compounds is Meriton. 

Nearly 2000 years B.C. we read of Queen Merit Amen. 


The plant genus Merrettia—one of the algae—helps to 
perpetuate the name. This was so called by the botanist 
Gray, in honor of Christopher Merret. of London, phy- 
sician, writer and botanist.

The Merritts have always been among the first to 
range themselves on the side of liberty. One of the ear- 
liest, if not the earliest, protests against imposts was 
that of 1669, and we find among the signere Samuel Mer- 
ritt of Marblehead, Mass. 

The list of soldiers in Philip’s war gives the names of 
John Merrit and John Merrett. Another John—the name 
seems to have bestowed a warlike spirit—was with “the 
flower of Essex,” under Capt. Lathrop, September 18, 
1075. 

Joseph Merritt, son of Thomas, of Rye, wae ensign in 
the Westchester county militia, 1722. The roster of New 
York State troops of the Revolution gives the names of 
Amosa Merritt, corporal; Sylvanus, drummer, with a 


long line of privates.

In the good old times, when large families were the 
rule rather than the exception, the Merritts had olive 
branches to boast of, and biblical names abounded. We 
find Noah, Isaac, Joshua, Jonathan, Elisha and Malachi.

The bend is a bearing of high honor. signifying defense 
or protection, and was granted to those who had dis- 
tinguished themselves as commanders. Shakespeares 
arms display a bend. 

The wearing of fur in olden times was considered a 
particular mark of dignity, and it could not be embla- 
zoned upon the arms of a person of inferior rank. When 
Innocent III granted absolution to Henry of Falconberc 
for some grave offense one penance was that he should 
never appear in a fur or any other armorial! color mae 
nee of in tournaments. 

Furs, still an emblem of dignity, are worn on the hoods 
of collegiate graduates as bearing of honor.

Most 
of the roup remedies advertised have been successfully 
used in many cases. Experienced practical poultrymen 
do not doctor fowls which have diphtheria. They kill 
and bury or burn them. 


Dr. E. D. Salmon, of the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, says that it is a contagious disease due to 
bacilli. Its development is favored by filthy, damp, 
badly ventilated and drafty houses. Symptoms are ca- 
tarrh, obstructed breathing, grayish or yellowish patches 
| of false membrane in mouth or eyes and prostration. As 
treatment, keep in dry, well ventilated place, free from 
drafts of air. Apply a 2 per cent. solution of carbolic 
acid to affected parts, give tonics, and disinfect poultry 
houses with carbolic acid solution (5 per cent.) and lime 
wash; isolate sick birds. 


We believe that this matter is now under consideration 
by the State University (Agricultural Experiment Sta- 

tion) at Berkeley, and that in due course of events we 
may have some new light thrown upon the question cal- 
culated to at least lessen the evil.

Roup is indeed a difficult disease to combat, and at 
all times more or less present. Robinson in his work on 
“Poultry Craft says that the term is used to apply to 
a variety of diseases affecting the head and throat. The 
present tendency is to limit the use of the word roup to 
diphtheria, or diphtheritic roup, and to call ordinary 
roup not seriously affecting the throat, influenza. In- 
fluenza can be treated as a cold. For diphtlieria a num- 
ver of different treatments have been successful at one 
time and failed at another. Whether or not a cure 
can be effected probably depends as much on the consti- 


in combating it than any curative measures that might 
be adopted. 


In a climate mild and equable like ours, where man 
enjoys the fullness of life more keenly than in a colder 
region, it stands to reason that insect, bird and animal 
life also luxuriates. There is no question as to the 
evil of lice and mites in the poultry yards. To lit- 
erally eradicate these injurious insects is out of the 
question; to literally free our birds and their environ- 
ment of them is equally futile; but we can hold them 
down below the danger line, and this every breeder 
must do in order to attain success. In this regard 
there are ways and means at hand which under intelli- 
gent operation will keep flocks, houses and yards reason- 
ably free. Among these are fumigation, insect powders, 
liquid lice killers (usually applied on the roosts and with 
a spray pump in the houses and yards,) lime and sul- 
phur, whitewashing, etc. Indeed, it is as essential to 
fight lice and mites as it is to feed and water. Watch 
your flocks carefully, and see to it for a certainty that

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Since alfalfa meal is essentially a California product 
of which large quantities are manufactured in the San 
Joaquin Valley, it is interesting to learn of its progress 
east of the Rocky Mountains as a substitute for green 
food in the winter months, also its feeding value. 


we learn that hens fed on alfalfa meal lay very fertile 
eggs, which produce strong. vigorous and healthy chick-

ens; that they will molt quicker in the fall and com- 
mence to lay earlier in the season. For laying hens sev- 
eral quarts of alfalfa meal are put into a closed vessel, 
then boiling water poured over the meal until it is thor- 
oughly moistened; then place a cover over the vessel 
and let the mixture steep for a while. Just before the 
feeding dash a little cold water over the feed, which 
brings out the green color, and the whole presents a very 
pleasing appearance and is as near grass as any feed 
can be. Some prefer to mix the meal with table scraps 
or grain, both of which add palatability and variety to 
the mash. Bone meal and meat scraps make excellent 
additions to alfalfa.

It has been a question among people growing white 
and brown-shelled eggs, which was the better of the two. 
A recent cheniical experiment made along these lines by 
the University of California showed that there was prac- 
tically no difference as to their nutrient values. In the 
Boston market the brown-shelled eggs bring a little 
higher price than the white, while in San Francisco the 
conditions are just the reverse. This goes to show that 
custom influences market values. The thing to be 
avoided in marketing eggs is a lack of uniformity in 
color and size. Where more than one breed constitutes 
a flock on a farm it is advisable to segregate the product 


of hen fruit according to size and secondly according to 


_ color. In this way they are quite apt to bring a little 


more when marketed. 


A teat is going on at Sydney, Australia with six hens 
or pullets to a pen. There are 246 hens or pullets in the 
contest, and the total production of eggs for three 
months was 3476, an average of 14.13 for each one. The 
three months’ record included a pen of Silver Wyan- 
dottes, 11 months old, that had laid 206 eggs.

Asked and Answered. 


Mr. J. G. Finley of Pasadena, writes The Times as fol- 
lows: 

“Can eges be shipped by electric cars fifty miles with- 
out injuring them for hatching, and if so, which end 
should be at top?” 

We see no reason why eggs could not be shipped by 
electric express as well as by steam cars, if same care is 
taken in packing for shipment. Eggs should be stood 
on the small end for shipment, and, after receiving. 
should be allowed to stand 24 hours before placing. 


Mr. L. W. Westfall, Gardena, who has just come over 
here from England, writes The Times for information 
along the following points: 

What is the proper way to dress broilers and fryers 
for this market, and how should they be killed? What 
is the best way to market your produce to avoid paying 
high commission? What organization has this State 
similar to the Poultry Organization of England? 

The euoject of broilers and fryers is an important one 
in that it is an item of great interest to the poultry mar- 
ket here. There is always a ready market for broilers 
and fryers at the larger hotels, restaurants and commis- 
sion-houses, and most of them pay good prices the year 
round. Broilers should weigh 1% pounds each and fry- 
ere from 22 to 27 pounds per dozen. The best way to 
dress them for this market is to kill by bleeding, then 
scald-and pluck. 

There are two organizations, composed of breeders and 
fanciers, with headquarters in Los Angeles. Of these 
the Los Angeles County Poultry Association is the old- 
est organization of its kind on the Pacific Coast, is a reg- 
ularly incorporated body, which has held shows in this 
town for the past twenty-five years. 

The Poultry Breeders’ Society is of recent formation, 
has a large membership and is quite popular. It held its 
first show in conjunction with the older organization 
the past season.

Mrs. E. P. Gray of this city wants to know what is the 
matter with one of her birds. She states that a turkey 
scratched its eye several weeks ago, as it did the eyes of 
two other fowls. The other two soon recovered, but this 
one did not, and in fact, seemed to grow worse. It had 
symptoms similar to the swell-head, having a swelling 
between the eye and the nose. and a bad cold. 

This bird undoubtedly has the roup, which developed 
from the cold settling in the wound. This is a difficult 
disease to combat, and since it is contagious, most breed- 
ers prefer killing their birds immediately and burying 
them in order to keep the disease from spreading. The 
best remedy is the one given by Dr. Salmon, referred to 
in another part of this page. 


AN INTIMATE VIEW OF MOROCCO. 

There are many evile in Morocco, but it is not, as 
many suppose, a lawless country. In case a Christian is 
robbed or killed, the Moorish authorities know that this 
will be used as evidence to show how loosely the coun- 
try is governed; they know also that they will be com- 
pelled to pay indemnity. Their law to safeguard the 
travel of Christiane is a good one. It is that the Sultan 
holds his chiefs responsible, and will compel them to pay 
that indemnity.

FIELD NOTES. 


Spraying Home Trees. 

VERY fifth householder in the suburban and rural 
E districts, perhaps, has in possession some kind of a 

machine for spraying his garden and house plants 
and the family orchard. But the others are content to 
allow fungi and insect peste to blacken and consume 
their plants when the investment of a few dollars in a 
spray pump or garden syringe would equip them with 
the means of maintaining clean stock. Leaving out cit- 
rus fruits, for which we have a far better remedy, spray- 
ing has become an established orchard practice all over 
the East where up-to-date methods prevail, and is recog- 
nized as a part of culture with plowing, pruning and 
fertilizing. I see hundreds of small orchards for house- 
hold use just planting. But what is the use of further 
burdening the soll in this way unless the planters expect 


to keep these trees clean?

New Fruit Menace. 


ESSRS. P. J. Dreher, B. A. Woodford and others 

who have investigated the subject, find that the 
fruit dealers of Oakland and San Francisco are gather- 
ing their second-hand orange and lemon boxes and ship- 
ping them at a very low rate to various points in South- 
ern California, where the boxes are used in shipping to 
Oakland and San Francisco unpacked oranges and lem- 
ons. These boxes bad been used originally in carrying 
fruit infected with red and purple scale, and it is feared 
their return will seatter these infections. Consequently 
the horticultural officials are asked to quarantine these 
empty boxes whenever they appear, or to take steps to 
keep them out altogether. The danger from this source 
will no doubt be recognized by the officials, and all efforts 
made to cut off this trouble. There is no question but 
that the scattering of dangerous insects is caused largely 
by such artificial means as these, and the matter should 
be recognized between districts and orchards at home as 
well. 


S. M. Tracy Here. 


HE TIMES news columns contained an account of the 

arrival of S. M. Tracy, a special agent of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who will resume his investigations 
of green manuring crops and subjects therewith con- 
nected. I have had a call from this gentleman since the 
interview above noticed, and am pleased to convey to 
the farmers the statement that the government is giving 
California extensive recognition upon matters of vital 
moment, such as a study of the orange in transportation, 
of the pear blight, the walnut blight and now the study 
of green manuring crops. In all these the agricultural 
Department at Washington has taken renewed interest 
this winter and the promise is fair for yet more extensive 
work on these lines. Mr. Tracy's subject is though by 
many to be of supreme importance, as the improvement 
of the physical condition of our soils seems to be the 
point on which success will turn as the country exhausis 
the virgin qualities of the land. 


Valencia Growing Overdone. 


CORRESPONDENT asks for figures showing the 
number of carloads of Valencia oranges produced in 
this State, hoping from the report to gather an idea of 
„the ‘future of this fruit. I have no figures at hand on 
this point, nor do I know how one is to approximate 
them. Perhaps there is no means of finding out. As to 
the other question in the letter, I see nothing but safety 
in the growing of the Valencia Late, but one’s opinion 
on this is of little value. We know, however, that the 
consumption of frult per capita in this country is in- 
creasing and that the production of fruits in general is 
not at as great a percentage of gain as is the population. 
There have never been published statistics showing the 
pomological resources of this country, but we can judge 
from the output of apples, for example, that the ratio of 
increase is not alarming to the orange grower. One fac- 
tor in the case is the late-year profits in cereal farming. 
Many of the Eastern States noted a heavy increase in or- 
chard planting during the years of our agricultural de- 
pression some ten or twelve years ago. These orchards 
are just getting into full hearing. Yet with all this, the 
apple crop of the past season was very small. Who ex- 
pects the farmers to abandon grain for fruit for some 
years to come under the profitable seasons promised for 
grain farming? Great developments in pomology are not 
to be expected under these conditions, and California 
fruits will prosper both directly and indirectly as the 
result of general agricultural advancement. As to the 
Valencia orange, its great capacity of distribution will 
give it the field, and it is doubtful if its production can 
be easily overdone. 


* „ 
Pruning Orange Trees. 


ENERAL complaint has been made about the un- 
—— prevalence of dead brush in the orange trees 
during the last year or so. The manifestations of this 
trouble are so varied that it is very @ifficult to adjust an 
opinion as to the cause. In fact, there may be many rea- 
sons for this appearance, as in hundreds of cases it is 

. found in the very best trees, and also in orchards that 
are not in the best condition. Our orchardists need not 
expect trees twenty years old to bear thrifty wood fn the 
center. Older age will make other changes in the phyei- 
cal appearance of the trees, and yet not necessarily make 
them less vigorous or fruitful. I know some of the 
greves where dead brush is found most prevalent are suf- 


fering for plant food, whether the soil has become ex- 
hausted or has merely reached the degree of physical 
imperfection in which the trees cannot do well. In such 
cases fertilization and the improvement of the tilth of 
the soll are the remedies. 

Then there are many fine groves whose trees have 
grown wood so abundantly that the inner branches have 
died for want of light and air. These cases are not seri- 
ous, yet they are not ideal, for sometimes the weakened 
inner branches may be attacked with disease where they 
would escape if properly ventilated. Ordinarily the or- 
ange tree requires little or no pruning to secure an ideal 
shape. But the removing of a part of the tree for the 
betterment of the remainder is another question. Every 
part of a plant is struggling against every other part for 
dominance or existence. The elaboration of its food is 
largely through its extremities, and these must have 
their requirements, or fall. In this the functions of the 
animal! are entirely different, supplying nourishment and 
purification directly from a vital center. For merely 
physical development the orange tree seems able to take 
care of itself. For fruit development no doubt inner 
pruning is necessary in these cases, equalizing the 
strength of the branches, the development relatively to- 
gether of the wood and fruit. : 


Department Report. 
HE committee appointed by the President to report 
on the elimination of red tape and economy in the 

publication of public documents has seen fit to criticise 
the Department of Agriculture severely upon some points 
of its administration. In reference to crop reports the 
strictures are particularly harsh, and I do not doubt the 
facts are as set forth by the committee. But it may not 
have occurred to this body of men that accuracy in agri- 
cultural statistics or even proximity to the facts is prac- 
tically impossible. In no other branch of industry are 
reliable statistics eo hard to acquire. Some doubt as to 
the advisability of obtaining crop reports may well be 
held, yet so long as it is attempted under the authority 
of Congress the difficulties should be recognized. 

Upon the publication of documents I wish to say that 
the pamphiets, circulars, year books and special reports 
of the Department of Agriculture are eagerly sought by 
the farmers, for these publications are uniformly good. 
Where bas a Congressman’s speech, or a report from 
any other department been in such demand as a book en- 
titled “Diseases of the Horse.” So great was the cry for 
this excellent work that Congress was forced to publish 
an immense edition through a special appropriation 
made for that purpose. Our office here distributed 200 
copies of this work, every one of which was supplied by 
the special request of a farmer. The committee in ques- 
tion is no doubt correct in its denunciation of the waste- 
fulness in public printing, but it should discriminate be- 
tween the useful and the worthless, and in no case 
should the agricultural publications be curtailed. The 
committee said nothing in its report concerning the 
enormous expense of printing the speeches of Senators 
and Representatives, yet there is three-fifths of this stuff 
that has no value to the nation, and much of that pro- 
portion which has not even local justification for appear- 
ing in print. The fact is, the farmers are using every 
document sent out by this department, and I can tes- 
tify to their merit, for The Times receives all of them.

The Garden Bountiful. 


2 upon it vou may get enough adulterations in 
your table beverages and condiments to fulfill your 
share in the consumption of the adulterants offered in 
American food. As to canned goods, our imported meats 
in tins will certainly cover your duties in putting away 
poisonous products used to preserve and color these 
products. Our bome canneries have not been accused of 
manifold adulterations, yet they ship a large proportion 
of their output to other markets. Then why not have 
some home-quality tomatoes, pumpkins, apples and all 
other canning, fruits, and use less preserved meats and 
adulterated vegetables in tins? To secure these. have a 
good home. garden and a mall fruit orchard. Mrs. Rorer 
says: In this age of adulteration we know not what we 


fortunate that so many people use food put up in facto- 
ries.” 

Let the adulterators get rich (at the expense of the un- 
wise) in hardening overripe fruit and vegetables with 
alum or in using deleterious antisepties to preserve 
soups, catsup, vegetables and fruits till they can be 
worked off in slow sales at the corner grocery. You 
need not swallow aniline, cochineal, formaldehyde, flour- 
ine or salicylic acid if your wife or servant puts up the 
family canned supplies herself. Whether you raise your 
fruits and vegetables for canning, or buy and can them, 
there is no question as to purity and wholesomeness. 
Because a thing is.salable it is not necessarily eatable. 
Discourage chemical preservatives by putting up the sup- 
plies in the home kitchen. Again, the garden bountiful 
is also the garden beautiful. I do not hold a fine flower 
garden much above a thrifty, well-kept vegetable garden. 
One may remark that vegetables do not thrive well here 
in the hot summer time. Neither do roses, but we do 
not discard them for that reason. With the advent of 
the great new water supply there will be no limitation to 
the opportunities for home vegetable and fruit garden- 
ing, and our people should begin more thoroughly to 
practice the art of growing fresh, sweet supplies for 
their own tables.

The Homestead is 
my special favorite pole bean. It is truly a stringless 
pod bean, tender and rich in flavor. For substantial, 
early variety of beets Crosby's Improved Egyptian has 
satisfied me perfectly. I shall hold to it for a family 
supply until I find something better. The most that can 
be said against this beet is that the leaf or top growth 
is composed of several eyes or crowns. 


For the earliest variety of sweet corn I prefer the 
Early Corey. With me it is so far the best, though 
many new kinds have been introduced, tried and dis- 
carded. I follow this with Country Gentleman, since 
this is my ideal of a first-class sweet corn. It is a great 
improvement on the old shoe-peg variety so long a favor- 
ite. Its leading feature is productiveness; each stalk 
produces three to five ears of medium to large size. 
Couple the productiveness with the sweet flavor, this 
variety stands without a rival. 

The lover of parsnips is often disappointed by setting 
poor seed and sometimes of a poor variety. This was 
my experience until I found the Improved Table Gurne- 
sey. It is of the Hollow Crown type. The roots do not 
grow as long as some other varieties and hold their size 
better from top to tip of the root than the ordinary 
Hollow Crown. They are thus easily dug. The plant is 
a strong grower, develops to large size, easily dug. has no 
hard fiber, is emooth and white, and has a delicious fla- 
vor. It gets tender almost as soon as completely heated.

Do Not Fear Asparagus Rust. 


| VT was the absence of the disease known as asparagus 
_ J rust, which bad proven so severe a plague in the East- 
ern asparagus sections, which gave its first impetus to the 
asparagus culture in California. Some three years ago 
it was discovered that this disease had obtained a foot- 
hold in our principal asparague sections, and lor some 
time it was feared that the industry was doomed in our 
State, but it bas been discovered that the disease can 
be controlled to some extent, and that while it is trou- 
| blesome and somewhat expensive to check, the produc- 
tion of thie vegetable still leaves a very respectable 
profit to the grower, and the danger resulting from an 
| attack of the disease is not nearly so severe as was first 
feared. In consequence there have been some very ex- 
_ tensive plantings of asparagus in the bottom lands and 

islands of the Sacramento and the San Joaquin rivers. 
In San Joaquin county at the present time work is being 
| prosecuted in the planting of one tract of 5% acres. This 

will be but one of several large tracts planted to this 
_ eueculent, most of which is used for canning purposes. 

aitbough very large quantities are shipped fresh to the 

Eastern market. California has made wonderful strides 

in asparagus culture in the past few years and there i« 

little doubt but that within the next few years she wil!

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DEADLY CHINESE PIGTAILS. 

German papers forwarded by Consul-General Guenther. 
of Frankfort, state that the importation of Chinese pig 
taille, which are imported into Europe in packages. of 
one thousand pounds each, was recently the subject of 
court proceedings in England. A laborer who was em- 
ployed in preparing camel's hair, cheap foreign wool 
and human hair had been taken sick with fatal inflam- 
mation of the spleen (milzbrand.) In order to fix the 
cause it was ascertained that the pigtails, after being 
cut off the heads of Chinamen, were at once braided and 
packed. The possibility exists that the hair comes from 
the head of a Chinaman who suffered from the plague 
or some other contagious disease. Two previous cases of 
“milzbrand” have occurred among the workingmen of 
the English establishment. It is therefore indicated that 
these pigtails should be closely examined under the 
microscope, and the result may be to prohibit their im- 
portation.—[United States Consular Bulletin.

ty ITH this number, the series of articles on medi- 
cal legislation, having completed the full year, as 
outlined by the editor in the beginning, comes 
to an end. Readers of the department should not, how- 


will henceforth be ignored in these columns. 
contrary, it will be followed up, if possible, with greater 
force and enthusiasm, if not at quite so great length. 

This is, indeed, a subject of the most vital importance 
to the American people. It is of far greater importance 
than the question of labor tyranny, or trust monopoly—- 
important indeed as those subjects are—because the lat- 
ter deal merely with a man’s worldly possessions, while 
the doctor trust threatens the very life of a man, and of 
those who are near and dear to him. Should a proposi- 
tion be placed before the people of the United States to 
make every man worship in the churches of a certain 
sect, what a tremendous howl would go up. Yet, really 
that would not be so bad as that every man should be 
compelled to use the medical services of a certain school, 
because, in the former case, a man would only jeopardize 
a problematical future, whereas, in the latter case, his 
life is at stake—the only life that we are altogether sure 
of. Add to this the fact that, as shown from week to 
weak in these columns, the school of medicine that claims 
a monopoly of treating disease is, according to the state- 
ments of hundreds of eminent members of that school, 
“founded on guesswork,” “a barbarous jargon.” 
“most uncertain.” “founded on conjecture and im- 
proved by murder.” “the art of conjecture and 
the science of guessing,” “a muddle of empirically 
clear facts and theoretical observations,” “an in- 
effectual speculation” and so forth, and it is difi- 
cult to see how we can escape the conclusion that the 
claim of this medical school to monopolize the healing 
art is an astonishingly gross piece of impudent presump- 
tion, that should be deeply resented by all independent, 
right-thinking American citizens. 

Naturally, the regulars object to the frank and free 
discussion of this subject In a “lay” paper. Doubtless, 
the medical trust would be pleased, if the press would 
keep silent regarding the weaknesses and errors of medi- 
cal practice. So would the commercial trusts, if the pa- 
pers would consent to talk about the weather, and the 
situation in Russia. The people of this country are,

lawyers, and of their bodies to the doctors, 

Oritics of this department err seriously, when they 
affirm that the medical profession has been slandered, 
abused and ridiculed by The Times. The editor of this 
department challenges these critics to point to a single 
statement, relating to the medical profession, or medi- 
cal practice, that cannot be fully substantiated—in many 
cases, from the writings or speeches of prominent phy- 
siclans of the “regular” school.

These people are | 
curing—or rather aiding nature to cure—where the allo- / 
pathe fail, and many whom the allopaths have given up ! 
Hence these tears. 

The public should have a right to choose its own phy- 
sician, as it chooses its own parson, or to do without 
either. The only provision should be that a practitioner 
must show he is capable to do what he claims to do, 
whether in the line of osteopathy, hydropathy, massage, | 
diet or any other system, and that should be decided by | 
a jury of his peers—Dy qualified practitioners of the same | 
school, not by allopaths, or homeopaths, who know noth- 
ing about it. and are prejudiced against it. This point 
was made recently by an Eastern judge, in presiding at 
the trial of a chiropractic. He decided that allopathic 
physicians could not testify, because they did not under- 
stand the system. 

Undoubtedly, it would suit the “regulars” if the editor 
of this department would confine himself to vapid, in- 
nocuous advice as to the treatment of stomach ache, by 
hot cloths, with a suggestion that a “qualified physician” 
should be consulted regarding internal remedies, but 
that is not what the intelligent readers of the depart- 
ment expect, or are entitled to. Surely, it must be a 
weak and wobbly cause that cannot face the bright light 
of free public discussion. That, however, has always | 
been the trouble with the medical priesthood, as it was 
with the religious priesthood, in the Middle Ages. To re- 
tain their hold on the masses, they must adopt an air of © 
mystery, and “assume a virtue if they have it not.” If 
statements published in this department are wrong. why 
not expose them’ Or, is that perhaps contrary to medi- 
cal ethics”—an ethics that winks at abortionists, and 
men who lend their names to blood-sucking quacks, pro- 
vided they are “regulars,” while spersecuting venerable | 
members of their own school, who have forgotten more 
than the unlicked cubs from college will ever know, al- 
though they may be able to rattle off answers to catch“ 
questions, that would puzzle the examiners themselves. 

At a meeting of the Los Angeles County Society, on 
June 0 last, Dr Alfred Stengel, Professor of Clinical 
Medicine in the University of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, 
delivered an address on “Aims and Methods in Medical | 
Diagnosis,” in the course of which he sald: 

“On reflection one must concede that with the excep- . 
tion of some of the fundamental branches, particularly | 
pathology and physiology, medicine is not so exact as 
might be desirable, though it is certainly erroneous to | 
say that it is in any sense unscientific. It was asserted | 
very positively at the recent Congress of Arts and Sci- 
ences at St. Louis that medicine as a whole should not 
be classified among the exact natural sciences. Though | 
we may question the wisdom of so radical a departure | 
from precedence as well as from our desires, it is practi- 
cal wisdom for the profession to accept this situation. 
The claim to a place among the exact sciences has been 
attacked on the ground of the uncertainties of diagnosis, 
prognosis and therapeutics. There is little doubt that a 
far greater degree of exactness is desirable in these 
It cannot, as I 
shall presently point out, be of advantage to us to arro- 
gate to ourselves a position which our performances do 
not fully justify. Nothing could more speedily bring 
upon the profession criticism and even ridicule, and I am 
convinced that in the past the loss of respect shown 
among some, and not always the ignorant, among the 
laity, has been due to the fact that our fulfillments have 
not been commensurate with our promises. It we 
were less disposed to concealment of the things that can- 
not be accomplished by medicinal or other treatment, if 
we pere less often guilty of running after strange gods in 
the form of new fledged drugs lauded in inspired publi- 
cations, and if we showed in every relation of practice 
a constant disposition to hold only to principles of treat- 
ment that have a sure foundation, the public as a whole 
would respect us more highly and would accept our 
word as final. It must be admitted that we are 
delinquent tp a large degree, and we cannot, therefore, | 
be too critical if the public hesitates in accepting ours as 
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| 
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the final word in determining the possibility of relief.

In regard to mineral springs, as the editor has fre- 
quently observed, there is much nonsense in regard to 
the beneficial effects of mineral water, at popular eprings, 
whether taken internally or externally. The results are 
mainly due to suggestion aided by mental and bodily 
rest, fresh air, moderation in diet, exercise, sometimes 
the drinking of water—in spite of its mineral contents— 
and plenty of sleep. Also, last, but not least, change of 
turroundings and topics of conversation. As to the min- 
erals, mineral cannot be absorbed by the system, and 
consequently passes out inert. Dr. C. 8. Porter of Long 
Beach, says, in regard to the celebrated Arkansas Hot 
Springs: 

“The results obtained at the most successful of these 
resorts in this country, the Arkansas Hot Springs, are 
due to the great purity of the water, and not to any 
medicinal quality, and its systematic use in drinking and 
warm baths. 

“These springs are controlled. by the government and 
the published analyses show that the water contains so 
little salts or solid matter that it is almost equivalent to 
distilled or rain water. ;

anything to satisfactorily account for it. It could hardly | 
be supposed, says the London Lancet, that a few grains 
per gallon of chalk, sulphate of lime, common salt and 
so on could have any marked beneficial influente. The 
waters of Bath, Buxton, Contrexeville and Hot Springs, 
Ark., exhibit a comparatively feeble degree of minerali- 
zation, and yet there can be no doubt of their therapeutic | 
value. Nor can it be supposed that a water which is 
paturally hot can have greater therapeutic effects than 
would be gained by the eimilar use of artificfally heated 
water.

gon and helium would appear to be inseparable 
from radioactive properties. We seem here to be 
getting some light at length on what has long been 
an enigma, that of two waters showing the same chemi- 
cal composition as regards their saline constituents; the 
one of natural origin is distinctly superior; therapeutic- | 
ally speaking, to the one artificially compounded. 

“The fact is that a natural water welling up from the 
earth is at the moment of its discharge from its source 
radioactive, while ordinary drinking water, rain water, 
well water and the like do not generally exhibit this 
property to any extent. Further, since the property of 
radioactivity is rapidly evanescent, the emanation 
quickly vanishing, it follows that if the benefit derived 
from undergoing a course of waters is due to the radio- 
activity of those waters, the treatment should | 
obviously take place near the source of the water—in | 
othe: words, the waters should be used when they are 
showing a maximum degree of radioactivity.” 

Is it not, also, possible that the tonic effects of sea 
water may be partly due to the same cause? 

Finally, those who depend upon well water wouid do 
well to read the followmg, from the Medical Era: 

“Water supply, especially in the rural districts, is so 
closely related to typhoid fever that too much care can- 
pot be exercised in the selection of a well. Dr. F. F. 
Casseday says whether well water is pure or polluted | 
depends upon local conditions quite independent of the | 
depth of the well. Wells usually receive their supply of | 
water from what is termed ground water, and not from | 
underground rivers or streams. This sheet of ground 
water approaches the surface closely in some places and | 
dips deeply in others. Ground water also rises and falls 
to a certain extent in rainy and dry seasons.” 

Marriage Relations. 
‘ HE Abuse of the Marriage Relations; Explaising | 

the Origiv of Most Chronic Diseases, Especially 
Chronic Diseases of Women,” is a 32-page booklet, being | 
a reproduction of an article published in the Kneipp Wa- 
ter Cure Monthly, for January, March and April, 1991. | 
It is a plain-spoken article on a most important subject. 
The author, Dr. E. Rosch, takes the view that a great 
majority of people would regard as exceedingly radical, 
and perhaps impracticable. In the introduction the pub- 
lisher says: “Ninety per cent. of woman's woes and a 
large percentage of childhood disorders as rickets, 
spasms, peevishness, hyperkinesis and digestive nervous 
complications are directly traceable to perversive co- 
ition.”

He points to the fact that frequently two people 
are united in wedlock who ‘have known each other for 
years and have always been most harnuronious, but after | 
a short six months they begin to quarrel so violently that 
eventually they appear in the divorce court. This, he de- 
elares, is also the reason that marriages contracted from | 
convenience are happier by far than those so-called “love 
marriages.” This “coarse and brutal” statement will | 
certainly arouse a storm of protest from sentimental |

sexual powers the author says: 

“If sexual intercourse is continuously indulged ia, then 
nature herself is compelled to direct more power in one | 
direction, the individual in question thinks he must be | 
gifted with extraordinary sexual powers, and in his hypo- 
chondriac illusion he does not notice that this is effected | 
only to the detriment of all other remaining vital fune- | 
tions. 

“Qn that account, hypochonériacs and consumptives | 
are often the most immoderate in this kind of enjoyment, 
and experience teaches also that-on the contrary the de- ! 
mands of nature, in regards to the creative organs, de- 
come much rarer iu perfectly healthy men, if they ob- 
serve the proper diet and abstemiousness.” 

The author fails to state that such a course as he indi- 
cates is practically impossible, so long as men continue 
to eat far more than is necessary, and to use stimulating 
foods and drinks. He should also have called attention 
to the desirability, for more reasons than one, of mar- 
ried people sleeping in separate beds.

PT. HE recent article on the s!aughter-houses of Chicago, 


and the subtle suggestive influence exercised by the | 
wholesale slaughter of living beings upon a community, 
has received warm indorsement from various sources, in- 
cluding some where the editor would scarcely have ex- 
pected to arouse such sentiments. It is surely a question 
of no mean importance, and undoubtedly adds weight 
to the arguments of those who oppose the use of flesh 
foods merely from a hygienic point of view. In his latest 
book, “The Miracle of Life,” Dr. J. H. Kellogg, of Battle 
Creek, referring to the slaughter yards of Chicago, says: 

“Confused, dazed by their new surroundings, fright- 


ened by the drover's whip, possibly imagining that they 
are being parceled off to be fed, they meekly stand, wait- 
ing they know not what. Presently a rufflan, unseen, 
unsuspected, slips up behind, and deals each poor brute 
a sledgehammer blow between the eyes, which fells him 
to the floor, not dead, but insensible. 


“One of the big doors shown in the picture now rises, 
and the innocent victims are rolled out upon the floor. 
At this point they are seized, ewung aloft, flayed, eviscer- 
ated, drawn, quartered, and hung up to ‘ripen,’ by pro- 
cesses of putrefaction, until they become ‘Christmas 
beef,” possessing just the right odor and flavor of putres- 
cence to suit the appetite of the epicure, tender morsels 
to be torn into shreds by dainty teeth, that are carefully 
cleansed and polished three times a day, only to be as 
many times plunged anew into the decaying carcass of 
some dead beast.

Fruit and Nute—Olives.

Would you please 
give a similar one for a young man engaged in active 
outdeor garden work. 

“Does it hurt olives to be cured In lye, and is there 
any on market that has been cured by not using it? 

“What about using cheese, milk and eggs with fruit 
and nuts?” ‘ 

The same, only more of it. Certain heavy foods, that 
are slow of digestion—such as pork and beans, for in- 
stance—are specially to be avoided by the sedentary, but 
fruit and nuts, being a perfect dietary, may be eaten by 


masticated. If your teeth are defective, get a nut mill. 


Milk should not be taken with other food except, per- 
haps, a little thoroughly dextrinized grain foods, or dried 
fruit. If cheese is eaten, only the fresh cream cheese 
should be used, as cheese soon begins to decay, producing 
substances that are highly Irritating to the stomach, and 
having sometimes more serious consequences. You 
should not use cheese or eggs with nuts. That is like 
putting sugar on chocolate, or salt on salted codfish. 
When used with fruit or salads, they may occasionally 
take the place of nuts. Eggs are best raw and thor- 
oughly beaten up. They may be flavored with a little 
tomato or lemon juice, or may be poured over a salad, as 
a mayonnaise. Eat something hard with it, so as to in- 
sure mastication.

WOMEN WHO LIVED AS MEN. 


SOME WHO PERBSONATED MALES FoR YEARS WITH- 
OUT BEING DETECTED. 


[Tit-Bits:] The career of “J. Gillson,” the woman 


killed on the railway line at Stockton when struggling to 


escape from a policeman, is so full of daring adventure 


that it deserves to rank with those of the most notorious | 


male impersonators of the past. 

“We find that Murray Hall came to her death by nat- 
ural causes. He was a lady, was the jury's verdict at 
the inquest on the body of the well-known Tammany 
politician whose real name was Mary Anderson, a native 
of Govan, near Glasgow. Murray Hall, who was of ath- 
letic frame, was married twice, and left as sole heir an 
adopted Gaughter, aged 22. A prominent politician for 
over thirty years, he was a great favorite with the fair 
sex, and is described as having been an “all-around 
sport.” . 

Dr. James Barry, who lies buried in Kensal Green 
Cemetery, was an equally wonderful instance of success- 
ful concealment of sex. At an early age she fell in love 
with an army surgeon, to follow whose fortunes she as- 
sumed the dress of the opposite eex and entered the 
army as hospital assistant. She displayed such ability 
that she rose until she was given the post of inspector- 
genera] of the army medica] department. 


Slight of form and of dark complexion her general | 


bearing and conversation displayed an almost feminine 
refinement. A favorite with the men on account of her 
humanity, her quarrelsome temper by no means endeared 
her to the officers, and served her in such bad stead that 
once she was obliged to fight a duel, from which adven- 
ture she fortunately emerged scathless. She. died in 
1865, at the age of 70. 

A female soidier who, in 1739, was buried at Cheleea 
Hospital with military honors, was Christian Davies, 
better known as Mother Ross. She served for twelve 
years in the Earl of Orkney's regiment, being present at 
the battle of Donawert, where she received a musket ball 
in her hip, and at the engagement of Ramillies, where 
she was so badly wounded as to require the attendance 
of a surgeon, by whom her sex was discovered. Some 
time after this she returned home and received from the 
Queen a bounty of £50 and a pension for life.

papers, she for a while assumed. One day, however, on

to the magistrate’s house, but all the costly presents that 
were showered upon her by that misguided man. 

For some considerable while all went well both with 
Sophie and her deluded host, in whose brain the most 
ambitions designs for bie daughter Joanna were fast tak- 
ing shape. But such a gross fraud was bound sooner or 
later to be found out. And found out it was; when 80 
phie Apitzsch, brought before the authorities to answer 
for her fraud, could make but a lame excuse, and was 
sentenced to be whipped publicly out of the country—in 
other words, to be conveyed from town to town, until 
the frontier was reached, and flogged publicly in the 
market place of each. This severe punishment, how- 
ever, was commuted to a year’s imprisonment, whence 
Sophie emerged to disappear into obscurity, for on her 
subsequent career history is silent.

PLANETARY VITALITY. 


THE EARTHQUAKE OccURS ONLY IN LIVING, 
NEVER IN EFFETE GLOBES. 


A moonquake is now unthinkable because the moon is 
as dead as a door nail. Our satellite is “ever foreshad- 
owing our own ultimate doom, like the mummy at Egyp- 
tian banquets,” but in the meantime, if the Edinburgh 
| Review has correctly conceived the teachings of the new 
| seismology, to which it devotes a recent and impressive 
| article, the inhabitants of earth may console themselves 
| for the havoc wrought through earthquakes by reflecting 
that they demonstrate the vitality of our planet. In that 
distant past when the moon actually quaked there may 
—some scientists declare there must have been forms of 
animation upon its surface. “Though the moon, by rea- 
son of its smaller size, wae bound to lose its atmosphere, 
it must bave taken millions of years to do so, and there 
may have been time for the cycle of life, from the pri- 
meval germ up to sentient beings and down again to the 
hardiest lingering plant cells, to run its full cirele.” The 
writer in the Edinburgh Review continues to develop his 
line of thought: 

“Earthquakes are a sign of planetary vitality. They 
would seem to be characteristic of the terrestrial phase 
of development. Effete globes like the moon can 
| scarcely be subject to the stresses to which they are due; 
nor can they be very suitably constituted for the propa- 


‘ia _ gation of elastic waves. Inchoate worlds such as Jupi- 


ter and Saturn are still less likely to be the scenes of re- 
verberating concussions. Their materials have not yet 
acquired the necessary cohesion. They are pasty o1 
fluid. if not partially vaporous. On the earth the seismic 
epoch presumably opened when, exterior solidification 
having commenced, the geological ages began to run. It 
will last 60 long as peaks crumble and rivers carry sedi- 
ment, so long as the area! distribution of loads fluctuates 
and strains evoke forces adequate for their catastrophic 
relief. Our globe is, by its elasticity, kept habitable. 
The separation of sea from dry land is thus and no 
otherwise maintained: the alteratione of elevation and 
substance manifest the continual activity of this reserve 
of energy. The dimensions of the globe we inhabit de- 
pend upon the balance of pressure and expansiveness. 
Relaxation or enhancement of either instantly occa- 
sions a bending inward or an arching outward of the 
crust. Just by these sensitive reactions the planet shows 
itself to be alive, and seismic thrillings are the breathr 
it draws.”
